Earlier Report of ‘Ten- 
dencies of Mental Con- 
fusion’ — ‘Condition 
Not Satisfactory,’ Says 
Msgr.

DUBLIN, March 8 (AP)—John 
Cardinal Glennon, Archbishop of 
St. Louis, has fallen into a coma- 
tose state, and “anything can be 
expected,” the Rt. Rev. Msgr. John 
P. Cody, chancellor of the &t. 
Louis Archdiocese, said this eve- 


ning. 

Msgr. Cody said the 83-year-old 
prelate’s condition was “not s0 
good this evening as earlier in 
the day,” when it was announced 
that he had developed uremia in 
addition to the lung infection 
which had kept him in bed since 
Tuesday evening. The earlier re- 
port said also that “tendencies of 
mental confusion” had developed. 

“His condition is not satisfac- 
tory,” the Chancellor said, “There 
is nothing urgent, as far as we 
can see, but anything can be ex- 
pected,” 

The mention of uremia and 
mental confusion appeared in a 
bulletin issued during the day by 
Commodore Alphonse McMahon, 
the Cardinal’s pergona 
and Dr. Henry ~ se 
heart specialist. These develop- 
ments, the bulletin said, “might in- 
dicate a less favorable outlook.” 

Two nurses were at the Cardi- 
nal’s bedside, in the official resi- 
dence of President Sean T. O‘Kel- 
ly of Eire, where he, Msgr. Cody, 
Dr. McMahon and the Rev. Philip 
O'Connor, the Cardinal's nephew, 
have been guests since their ar- 
rival in Ireland Monday from 
Rome. 

The previous two weeks were 
spent in the ceremonies attend- 
ing and following the Papal con- 
sistory of Feb. 18-21. These weary- 
ing exercises, with the late winter 
climate of Rome, caused bronchial 
infections to several others of the 
32 newly created Princes of the

FALL OVER IRAN 


President Says He Does 
Not Think Russia Will 


Continue on a One- 
Way Street.

WASHINGTON, March 8—Presi- 
dent Truman, speaking with vigor, 
declared at his press conference 
today that the United Nations Or- 
ganization would not be allowed 
to collapse as the result of Soviet 
Russia’s action in Iran. 

The question of U. N. O.’s fu- 
ture came up when a_ reporter 
asked what would happen if Rus- 
sia refused to comply with the re- 
quest by the State Department, 
made public late yesterday, for 
immediate withdrawal of its 
troops from Iran. 

The President replied that this 
situation would be met when it 
came up. The reporter suggested 
that if Russia refused to  with- 
draw hey troops, the U. N, O. 
might collapse. 

With marked emphasis, the 
President asserted that we would 
not let the U. N. O. collapse. 

“Even if Russia continues to go 
down a oneway street”? the 
reporter inquired. 

The President, still speaking vig- 
orously, stated that he did not 
think Russia would continue to go 
down a one-way street. 

Churchill and Free Speech. 

There were several searching 
questions about the U.N.O. and 
former Prime Minister Churchill's 
speech at Fulton proposing a vir- 
tual American-British alliance. 

The President repeatedly de- 
clined to commit himself on the 
Churchill proposal, saying that he 
had been merely the host and 
that Mr. Churchill was a guest 
who exercised the_ traditional 


‘American right of free speech. If 


he himself went to Great Britain, 
he remarked, he would feel free 
to express his personal views. To 
other questions about the Church- 
ill speech—one was whether he 
“disavowed” it — he replied, no 
comment. 
Many Topics Covered. 

The conference covered a va- 
riety of topics, some brought up 
by the President, some by re- 
porters. Summarized, these were: 

1, Although there is no possi- 
bility in the immediate future 
of a Big Three conference of the 
President, Prime Minister Attlee

CHURCHILL URGES 
1S, BRIAN 10 
STAND TOGETHER 
FOR SAME IDEAL 


Tells Virginia Assembly 
Sentiments Will Not 
Preserve Peace, but 


There Must Be ‘Sword 


and Armor.’ 


RICHMOND, Va., March 8 (AP) 
—Winston Churchill again called 
on the people of his homeland and 
of the United States today to stand 
together “in defense of those 
causes we hold dear.” 

Here in the birthplace of a coun- 
try which rebelled against Eng- 
land’s rule, the wartime British 
prime minister told a joint session 
of the Virginia legislature that 
“above all, among the Engtish- 
speaking peoples, there must be 
the union of hearts based upon 
convictions and common ideais.” 

“That,” he asserted, “is what I 
offer. “That is what I want.” Not 
once in his prepared address did 
he mention Russia or Communism. 
Nor did he refer directly to his 
appeal in Fultom Mo., three days 
ago, for a strong Anglo-American 
military alliance, 

The immediate audience for his 


address in the hall of the House of 
Delegates was limited to 600 per- 
sons, but many thousands heard 
him over loud speakers in Capitol 
Square. 

Churchill came here with Mrs. 
Churchill and their daughter, Mrs. 
Sarah Oliver, chief of staff Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower and Field Marshal Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, 

Tribute to Elsenhower. 

He departed from his prepared 
address to pay special tribute to 
Gen, Eisenhower for his work in 
welding the allied troops into a 
force which fought “as soldiers of 
a single nation.” 

As he ended, peering over his 
spectacles to note the reaction, 
the legislators rose to their feet 
and applauded, 

The crowd then begant to chant 
for Eisenhower to speak. 

The General, smiling said, “I 
could not come on a happier occa- 
sion than as one of the aides of 
one of the great men of the world 
—a man whose conception of poli- 
tics, industry and military affairs 
led him to be the inspiration for 
the North African campaign.” . 

“Of all the things that supported 
me in the years of the war none 
other was so inspiring as the 
courage and indomitable support 
of the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain.” 

Text of Address. 

The text of Churchill’s address 
follows: 

“I was deeply moved by the 
glowing terms of the joint resolu- 
tion of both brancheg of the legis- 
lature inviting me y address the 
General Assembly of Virginia. I 
take it as a high honor to be pres- 
ent here this morning to discharge 
that task. 

“I always value being asked to 
address a parliament. [I have al- 
ready on two occasions been asked 
to address the Congress of the 
United States. I have addressed a 
joint session of the Belgian Legis- 
lature, and there is a place across 
the ocean called the House of 
Commons, to which, invited, or un- 
invited, I have, from time to time, 
had things to say. 

“T have also had invitations, 
couched in terms for which I am 
most grateful, from the state 
legislatures of .South Carolina, 
Kentucky and Mississippi, which 
it would have given me the very 
greatest pleasure to accept and 
fulfil. But as I have not the life 
and strength to repay all the kind- 
ness which is offered to me, I felt 
that these other states would be 
willing to accept the primacy of 
the Virginia assembly, as the most

Tass said the speech had met 
no approval in United States 
congressional circles and 
quoted Senators Pepper (Dem.), 
Florida; Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado; Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land; Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
and Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, as 
opposing the alliance. It added 
that the speech got a lukewarm 
reception in Britain, and quoted 
Prof. Harold Laski ag saying 
it was a “real appeal to pre 
serve British imperialism.”

The report referred at consider- 
able length to the campaign 
conducted by the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, which resulted, the 
FC* said, in the dropping of the 
middle commercial in news broad- 
casts by man, stations and some 
sponsors, 

In this campaign the newspaper 
published a message from Ray- 


mond Gram Swing, the news 
analyst, who balked at including 
the’ middle commercial in his 
broadcasts. The message, quoted 
in the report, Said in part: 

“I made my own rebellion 
against them on May 10, 1940, 
when writing my broadcast report- 
ing German violation of French, 
nelgian, Dutch and Luxembourg 
neutrality It seemed hideous to 
have this account interrupted by 
a sales talk, Listeners are entitled 
to hear the news without jarring 
interruptions.”

STABILIZATION 
BOARD DEFINES 
WAGE POLIGIES 


No _National Pattern 
Fixed—Dominant Com- 
panies to Set Standard 
for Each Industry.

The policy statement issued by 
the National Wage Stabilization 
Board was regarded as especially 
significant in view of pending coal 
wage conferences and general in- 


dustry uncertainty over wage 
questions, 

Under its terms, the board said, 
there will be neither a floor nor 
a ceiling on wage adjustments. 
“Special circumstances” will be 
taken into account and wage in- 
creases by “dominant” companies 
will be recognized as industry pat- 
terns, 

Basis for Increases, 


Most of the statement covers 
policy in establishing wage pat- 
terns for industries or local labor 
market areas, on the basis of in- 
creases made or recommended by 
government agencies between 
Aug. 17, 1945, and Feb. 14, 1946. 

One point establishes a standard 
of “gross inequities,” through 
which the board intends to set 
the equivalent of patterns for in- 
dustries or areas where wage 
questions developed after Feb. 14. 
That is the date the Administra- 
tion’s revised wage-price policy 
was issued. 

(Wage “patterns”, under the 
policy, involve adjustments 
reached voluntarily or as a result 
of arbitration awards, government 
fact-finding recommendations, of 
government proposals, in the six 
months between’ V-J day and is- 
suance of the wage-price policy.

This came as an electrifying 
reversal of careful plans for 
withdrawal that Pauley had 
agreed to yesterday. It followed 
the pattern of a previous “reneg- 
ing” last week. Pauley yester- 
day had given his word to Chair~ 
man David I. Walsh of the com- 
mittee that if he would be per- 
mitted to read his statement in 
full, without c ination, 
he would end the stormy case by 

announcing hig withdrawal. 

Tobey told reporters today: 
“In all my career I have never 
had an experience such as I’ve 


had in the last 48 hours, culmi- 
nating this morning. Definite 
promises and assurances given 
me have been reneged upon. A 
program agreed upon as to 
places and time has 
straight out the window.” 


Senator Millard E. Tydings 
(Dem.), Maryland, who has been 
acting as spokesman for Pauley 
in these behind-the-scenes ar- 
rangements, assured Senator 
Tobey late last night that every- 
thing was in readiness, 


What appeared ag a minor hitch 
developed, however, when Pauley 
said he did not want to conclude 
his defense with announcement of 
withdrawal because his defense 
statements would bé buried under 
the greater headlines of his with 
drawal. 


White House Consent. 


When Pauley so informed Walsh, 
the latter telephoned Tobey and 
asked if it would be all right for 
Pauley to withdraw Monday. To- 
bey suggested a compromise on 
withdrawai tomorrow at 10:30 a.m, 
Later, Tydings informed Tobey and 
Walsh that this was perfectly 
agreeable with Pauley, and that

SENATORS SAY TRUMAN 
ASKED PAULEY TO DELAY 
MOVE FOR WITHDRAWAL 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP). 

RESIDENT TRUMAN was 
Prereaitea by members of the 

Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee today with having 
stepped in to delay a move for 
withdrawal of Edwin W. Pau- 
ley’s nomination for Under Sec 
retary of the Navy. 

Two Senators said an ex- 
change of letters between the 
President and Pauley was what 
upset an agreement for the 
California oil man to quit to 
morrow. 

In the letter Truman was re- 
ported to have sent Pauley, the 
President’ was represented as 
having asked for a delay to 
give Truman desired additional 
time to prepare a statement. 

The two Senators disagreed 
as to the interpretation of this 
move. One said he believed it 
meant that Pauley would seek 
a showdown vote in the Senate. 
The other said he felt it meant 
only a delay until the middle of 
next week in withdrawal 
action. Pauley told reporters 
no letters ‘had passed between 
him and Truman. 

When asked about the nom- 
ination at his press conference 
today, Truman reminded re 
porters that he had made four 
statements already on that sgub- 
ject. He told his last press con- 
ference that he was backing 
Pauley all the way.

Moreover, James B. Carey, CIO 
secretary-treasurer, said the Agri- 
culture Department was ‘speaking 
“for the Government with the 
voice of those who want infla- 
tion.” 

Concerning what he termed an 
anti-OPA congressional group, 
Carey told the House Banking 
Committee: 

“The CIO feels it is the respon- 
sibility of this committee and of 
Congress to protect OPA against 
the kind of congressional pressure 
which results in off-the-record 
Seals, bargains and promises to 
‘be reasonable.’ .. . 

“The public will know if the law 
is amended, It does not and can- 
not know when price control is 
emasculated by vicious and un- 
democratic concessions achieved 
by holding a legislative pistol at 
OPA’'s head.” 

“Trying to Blame Labor.” 

Carey argued that “every infla- 
ttonist in the country is now try- 
ing ... to blame labor for the 
price increases that he has been 


able to wheedle or bludgeon out}: 


of OPA.” 

” “We refuse to be blamed for the 
efforts of the Department of Agri- 
culture to get the prices up,” he 
said. “We refuse to be blamed for 
the fact that the Civilian Produc- 
tton Administration refuses to use 
Ita powers to help get low-priced 
production out of the plants, to 
prevent hoarding, and to stop 
black market. 

“All these things spell inflation. 
They have been going on for a 
long time. It is up to Congress to 
see that a change is made.” 

House Democratic leaders were 
seeking to save OPA from the 
slashing given the Administration 
housing bill. 
~The Banking Committee, which 
handled the Administration hous- 
ing bill and saw it badly bat- 
tered in a House revolt against 
use of subsidies in scarce build- 
ing materials, turned its full at- 
_tention to President Truman's re- 
quests to continue OPA another 
year without amendments, and to 
extend subsidy payments designed 
to hold food costs in line and spur 
production without raising prices. 

Other Developménts. 

Meanwhile, there were these 
other developments on the price 
control front: 

. 1. The House Postwar Eco- 
nomic Policy Committee, headed 
by Representative Colmer 
(Dem.), Mississippi, comprising 
Democrats and Republicans, 
recommended modified exten- 
sion of OPA for another year 
with no cut in existing federal 
income tax rates. 

2. James F. Brownlee, deputy 
to Economic Stabilizer Chester 
Bowles, disclosed that a deputy 
soon will be appointed in OPA 
with the one job of seeing that 
price controls are discontinued 
as soon as supply and demand 
balances relieve inflationary 
pressures. 

Economic Committee Report, 
The Postwar Economic Commit- 

tee, issuing its ninth report, told 
the House that effective control 
of inflationary forces would be 

“Impossible without the aid of 
strong fiscal and monetary coun- 
ter measures.” 

Morever, it said it believed 
that summary removal of war- 
“time controls “would most likely 
result in ruinous inflation and 
would react unfavorably not only 
to the wage earners and co-sum-, 
ers but to business i‘self.” 

Saying it faced “two evils—con- 
tinuation of government controls 
on the one hand and a paralyzing 
blow on our reconversion program 
on the other,” the committee re- 
ported it “chose the lesser.” 

“The disease of inflation is still 
worse than the preventives,” it 
commented. | 

“The unforeseen and unfortunate 

wave of strikes,” it continued, “has 
been a very important factor in 
slowing down our reconversion 
program, but it is our earnest hope 
that these labor-management dis- 
putes may soon be settled so that 
most of these controls can be re- 
moved long before the termina- 
tion of the act.” 

Better Administration Sought. 

The committee said it believes 
administration, particularly by the 
“Office of Price Administration, 
“can be greatly improved.” 

It tied to its recommendation 
for price control extension the fol- 
wt ag proposed amendments: 

L. Establish the best three years 
of the period of 1936-40 instead 
of the years of 1936-39 as the base 
for calculation of how much 
prices shall be increased above 
March 1942 ceilings to com- 
- pensate for added costs. 

2. Establish the average of the 
best three years of the period 
"1936-40 as the base for application 
of the “earnings standard” except 
for situations in which the re- 
sults would be inequitable. (This 
standard requires price adjust- 
ments whenever earnings on net 
worth before taxes for the indus- 
tries or trades as a whole fall 
below those of the designated base 
period.) 

3. In the case of essential prod- 
"ucts at the low end of a pro- 
-ducers’ price scale (a) allow 
_ industry-wide current cost plus at 
Jeast a reasonable profit (prefer- 
ably historica] margins) to manu- 


Text of Note on Iran: U.S. Expects 
Russia to Observe Obligations 


F at Moscow on Wednesday: 


I have the honor to inform Your 
Excellency that I have been in- 
structed by my government to de- 
liver to’ the Government of the 
Soviet Union the following mes- 
sage: ° 

The Government of the United 
States has been informed that the 
Government of the Soviet Union 
has decided to retain Soviet 
troops in Iran after March 2, 1946, 
that this decision was taken with- 
out the consent of the Iranian 
~ ernment, and that Soviet 
troops continue to remain on 
Iranian territory in spite of the 
protests of the Iranian Govern- 
ment, 

It will be recalled that in 
reply to a note addressed on Nov. 
24, 1945, by the Government of 
the Unitec States to the Govern- 
ment cf the Soviet Union sug- 
gesting the immediate withdrawal 
of all foreign troops from Iran, 
the Soviet Government on Nov. 29 
stated that tie period of station- 
ing of Soviet troops in Iran was 
governed by the Anglo-Soviet- 
Iranian treaty o. Jan. 29, 1942. 

Tripartite Treaty Cited. 

The Government of the United 
States understood from this state- 
ment that it was the intention of 
the Government of the Soviet 
Union that all Soviet troops would 
be withdrawn from Iran not later 
than March 2, 1946, six months 
after the date of the signing of 
the instrument of surrender with 
Japan on Sept. 2, 1945. This under- 
standing was based upon Article 
Five of the tripartite treaty re- 
ferred to above which states: 

“The forces of the Allied pow- 
ers shall be withdrawn from 
Iranian territory not later than 
six months after all hostilities 
between the Allied powers and 
Germany and her associates had 
been suspended by the conclu- 
sion of an armistice or armis- 
tices or on the conclusion of a 
peace between them, whichever 
date is the earlier.” 

So far as the government of the 
United States is aware, this com- 
mitment was not questioned at the 
recent meeting of the Security 
Council in London which agreed 
that the Soviet Union and Iran 
should seek a solution of their dif- 
ficulties by direct negotiations. 

The decision of the Soviet 
Government to retain Soviet 
troops in Iran beyond the period 
stipulated by the _ tripartite 
treaty has created a situation 
with regard to which the Govern-

OLLOWING is the text of the note delivered by the American 
charge d'affaires, George F. Kennan, to the Russian Government 


and as a party to the declara- 

tion regarding Iran dated Dec. 

1943, cannot remain indiffer- 

ent. 

That declaration announced to 
the world that the governments of 
the United States, the Union of So- 
viet Socialist Republics and the 
United Kingdom, were “at one 
with the Government of Iran in 
their desire for the maintenance of 
the independence, sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of Iran.” 


In the opinion of the Govern- 
ment of the United- States the 
maintenance of troops in Iranian 
territory by any one of the three 
signatories to that declaration, 
without the consent and against 
the wishes of the Government of 
Iran, is contrary to the assur- 
ances contained in that declara- 
tion. Furthermore it was gen- 
erally accepted during the va- 
rious discussions which took 
place at the meeting of the Se- 
curity Council in London that 
the retention by a member of 
the United Nations of its troops 
in the territory of a country 
which is. also a member of the 
United Nations, without the con- 
sent of the government of that 
country,” is not in accordance 
with the principles of the United 
Nations and that the withdrawal 
of such troops should not be 
made contingent upon other is- 
sues. 

The Government of the United 
States, in the spirit of the friend- 
ly association which developed be- 
twe the United States and the 
Soviet Union in the successful ef- 
fort against the common enemy 
and as a fellow member in the 
United Nations, expresses the 
earnest hope that the Government 
of the Soviet Union will do its 
part, by withdrawing immediately 
all Soviet forces from the terri- 
tory of Iran, to promote the inter- 
national confidence which is nec- 
essary for peaceful progress 
among the peoples of all nations. 


The Government of the Unit- 
ed States trusts that the Gov- 
ernment of the Soviet Union, no 
less than itself, appreciates the 
heavy responsibility resting upon 
the great powers under the 
(U.N.O.) charter to observe their 
obligations and to respéct the 
sovereign rights of the other na- 
tions. .

States requests that it be promptly 
advised of the decision of the Gov-

TRUMAN APPOINTS 
FACT - FINDERS IN 
RAILWAY DISPUTE 


Action Will Defer for 30 
to 60 Days Possible 
Walkout by Two Big 
Brotherhoods. 


WASHINGTON, March 8. (AP) 
—President Truman named a 
three-man fact-finding board to- 
day in the dispute threatening a 
nationwide railroad strike. 

He appointed former Associate 
Justice Leif Erickson of the Mon- 
tana Supreme Court, Frank M. 
Swacker, New York lawyer, and 
Gordon 8S. Watkins of the econom- 
ics department of the University 
of California to inquire into the 
grievances of two railroad broth- 
erhoods. 

The naming of the board auto- 
matically, under custom, will de- 
fer for 30 to 60 days a walk-out 
which the Brotherhoods of Loco- 
motive Engineers and Railroad 
Trainmen had scheduled to start 
Monday. 

Truman announced the appoint- 
ment of the board at his press 
conference. 

A. F. Whitney, head of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, said last night that appoint- 
ment of a fact-finding board 
would defer the _ strike long 
enough to “give the board the 
time allotted by law.” 

Alvanley Johnston, president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers said today a decision 
on postponement of the strike 
might be made today. 

Meantime, a “rank and file 
movement” within the _ brother- 
hoods was disclosed. 

Wellington Roe, a writer who 
was under contract to the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen un- 
til Whitney dismissed him last 
week with a statement that he 
had shown disloyalty and insub- 
ordination, announced at a press 
conference the formation of the 
National Rank and File Associa- 
tion,” 
posed of members of the larger 
railroad operating brotherhoods. 

Roe said 34 delegates from New 
York, Chicago, Seattle, Pittsburgh 
and St. Louis, representing “ap- 
proximately 75,000” railroad work- 


facturers on a list of items 
designated jointly by Civilian Pro- 
duction Administration and OPA; 
and (b) permit retailers to pass 
on in full any dollar increase re- 
sulting from these concessions and 
percentage increases where mar- 
gins are already tight. 

4. In the case of other products, 
substitutes for the present “prod- 
uct standard” the requirement 
that prices be increased at least to 
the point of insuring recovery of 
total costs on any product. 

The OPA, the committee said, 

should adopt a policy of remov- 
ing specified commodities from 
controls “upon. satisfaction of 
acute demands.” Standards to de- 
termine when demand has been 
met, it said, should be declared 
within 60 days after extension of 
the price control law and after 
consulation with industries af- 
fected. 
- The committee expressed con- 
cern over what it called “price 
inequities and product distortions” 
occurring under OPA rulings. 

Additional Recommendations. 

In addition to its recommenda- 
tions on price control the com- 
mittee made these suggestions: 

1. Present federal income tax 
rates should be maintained. 

2. Government spending should 
be curtailed. 

3. Controls over consumer credit 
should be continued, 

4. Legislation should be enacted 
enabling the Federal Reserve 
authorities to increase substan- 
tially reserve requirements against 
commercial banks’ demand and 
time deposits. 

5. State and loca] governments 
should co-operate in limiting cur- 
rent expenditures for public works. 

6. The second war powers act 
should be extended for another 
year beyond next June 30 to in- 
sure American supplies of mate- 
rials now scarce throughout the 
world and to maintain inventory 
controls while the “danger of 
large-scale speculation in this field 
remains serious.”

Bittner, executive vice president | 
of the Vardaman firm before it 
failed early in 1942 and now presi- 
dent of the successor Ermtry Shoe 
Co., last week challenged the syb- 
committee to subpena him, in- 
forming the group that he had 
evidence, supported by documents, 
bearing on Vardaman’s qualifica- 
tions. 

Reversal of Practice. 

Announcement of tomorrow’s 
meeting of the subcommittee was) 
made by Chairman, Senator 
George L. Radcliffe (Dem.), Mary- 
land and the announcement itself 
was contrary to previous practice. 
Until now, Radcliffe had main- 
tained that it was impossible to 
tell in advance the time and place 
of the subcommittees’ sessions be- 
cause of the difficulty in getting 
his busy colleagues together. 

Senator Eugene D. Milliken 
(Rep.), Colorado, who has now 
been designated to lead the fight 
on the nomination, told the 
Post-Dispatch: “I’m ready at any 
time, and have so informed Sena- 
tor Radcliffe.” 


Taft Confident. 

Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
Republican leader on the full 
banking committee but not a mem- 
ber of its subcommittee, expressed | 
regret that the proceedings had| 
been slow, but renewed his con-| 
fident statement that the neces- 
sary witnesses would be called be- 
fore the committee. 

“Milliken has assured me, every 
time I have talked with him about 
the matter,” Taft said, “that Bitt- 
ner will be called, I think it would 
be unreasonable to call the 26 wit- 
nesses at first suggested by Sena- 
tor Donnell, but I am’ sure the 
committee will hear at least five 
or six.”

Defense Opens With Luft- 


waffe General Testify- 
ing That No. 2 Nazi Op- 
posed War With Rus- 


sia, Lost Favor in ’43.

NUERNBERG, March § (AP)— 
Luftwaffe Gen. Karl Bodenschatz, 
testifying as the first defense wit- 
ness as Hermann Goering opened 
his legal fight for life before the 
international military tribunal to- 
day, said Goering had argued for 
peace from the Munich crisis to 
the eve of the German invasion 
of Russia. 

Goering, former No. 2 Nazi, is 
the first of the 21 defendants to 
present his case. His attorney said 
last night that Goering expected 
to take about six days to complete 
his defense and probably would 
spend three days on the witness 
stand himself. 

Gen. Bodenschatz, one-time aide 
to Adolf Hitler and Goering’s go- 
between with the Fuehrer, said 
Goering had argued against the 
invasion of Russia on the ground 
it violated the principles laid down 
in Hitler’s “Mein Kampf” against 
a two-front war. 

He said Goering also contended 
the attack on. the Russians would 
give the British a chance to revive 
their aircraft production. Ag he 
testified, Bodenschatz nervously 
flexed his bomb-scarred hands, 
which were nearly blown off in 
July 1944 during an attempt by 


others on Hitler's life. 


Tells of Meeting. 

Testifying from copious written 
notes, Bodenschatz asserted that 
Goering held a meeting on Ger- 
man soi] near the Danish border 
in August 1936 with “six or eight 
Englishmen in the English Gov- 
ernment” at which Goering said 
he favored survival of the British 
empire, pledged his influence to 
keep the peace and asked his for- 
eign listeners to do the same in 
London, 

Bodenschatz said Goering, as 
head of the Luftwaffe, lost grace 
with Hitler in 1943 because of Al- 
lied air successes in Germany “and 
never recaptured his influence, al- 
though he tried strenuously.” 

He told the tribunal that Goer- 
ing emerged from the Munich con- 
ference room in 1938 crying hap- 
pily: “That is peace,” 

On cross-examination by Jus- 
tice Robert H. Jackson, chief 
prosecutor for the United States. 
there was audible laughter ‘in the 
court as Bodenschatz denied that 
he knew of any orders to increase 
the strength of the Luftwaffe aft- 
er Munich. 

Appears Confused. 

He appeared confused when 
Jackson questioned him about an 
assertion that Goering had been 
misled by Heinrich Himmler. the 
Gestapo chief, about concentration 
camps and knew nothing of what 
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went on in them, but tried to save 
Jews from incarceration, 

(The United Press quoted Bod- 
enschatz as saying Hitler’s con- 
fidence in Goering slipped badly 
after the first big British raid 
on Cologne. Asked by Jackson 
about German suffering from the 
bombing, Bodenschatz said Hit- 
ler “suffered most under it—also 
the reichsmarshal,” 


(Bodenschatz said he could not 
give the reaction of Hitler and 
Goering to the German bombing 
of Warsaw, Rotterdam and Cov- 
entry. Warsaw, he said, was a 
fortress city, and had been 
warned. Asked by Jackson if Cov- 
entry was a fortress, he said “it 
was a key city for the enemy 
air force, where plane motors and 
parts were manufactured.”

Swelling his chest, clenching his 
fist on his left hip and glowering 
into space, Goering posed for 10 
minutes on the witness stand for 
photographers before his defense 
opened. 

Goering refused to pose with his 
hand uplifted as though taking 
the oath, but rolled his eyes in 
simulated boredom before return- 
ing to the prisoners’ dock, where 
some of his fellow defendants 
chuckled at his performance be- 
fore an almost empty court room. 


HODGE SAYS REDS 
DENY STRIPING 
KOREANINDUSTRY 


Reports Russians Balked 
at U.S. Plea to Elimi- 
nate Hardships Caused 
by Division. 


SEOUL, March 8 (AP)—Rus- 
sians deny any stripping of Japa- 
nese industrial properties from 
Korea, Lt. Gen. John R, Hodge re- 
ported today in a statement which 
disclosed the basic points on which 
Soviet-American efforts to unify 
— currently divided country had 
split. 

Russian delegates to a joint con- 
ference here, the American com- 
mandant said in his formal] state- 
ment, asserted that “so far as they 
knew, no removals of capital goods 
were taking place, and that in any 
event it was a matter for regula- 
tion by each commander in his 
own zone.” They declined to dis- 
cuss the topic further. 

The conference agreed to re-es 
tablish communications and trans- 
port, and to permit limited travel 
between the Russian-held north 
and <American-held south, The 
basic clash, Hodge stated, came 
when Americans urged utmost ef- 
forts to eliminate all hardships 
created by the artificial division 
of Korea. The Russians would 
listen only to a limited number of 
the most urgent problems.” 

The Russians did say they ex- 
pected to exchange products of the 
industrial. north for those of the 
agricultural south, but asked for 
rice, which the Americans would 
not release. Americans asked for 
surplus electrical power from 
northern plants, and Russians 
would not agree. They also de- 
clined to discuss American propos 
als for free circulation of news- 
papers or for unification of the 
Korean broadcasting system. 

There was no Soviet decision on 
a further United States proposal 
to change the boundary—now the 
thirty-eighth parallel—to follow lo- 
cal provincial or county lines. 

Although Hodge declared the re- 
sults of the 19-day conference fell 
short of United States aims, he ex- 
pressed the hope that the joint 
Soviet-American commission which 
convenes next week “will take up 
where. the conference left off,” in 
an effort to get Korea ready for 
self-rule.

In a second letter, Mayor Kauf- 
mann asked the president of the 
New York Central Railroad to 
again bring the matter of smoke 
' elimination to the attention of the 
officers of the railroad, who were 
referred to in a reply to the De- 
cember appeal for co-operation. 
The Mayor asked further for sug- 
gestions “as to how the New York 
Central can aid this most worthy 
undertaking.” 

Progress in the campaign to 
eliminate railroad smoke through 
the substitution of diesel-powered 
switch engines for smoke-produc- 
ing steam engines in the East 
Side freight yards was announced 
by James IL. Ford Jr., former 
chairman of the Citizens’ Smoke 
Elimination Committee. 

Four large diesel-powered loco- 
motives have been ordered by the 
Wabash Railroad for use in its 
terminal system between Granite 
City and the North St. Louis in- 
dustrial district, Ford announced. 
The Manufacturer’s Railroad, 
which has diese] operation on this 
side of the river, has purchased a 
diesel locomotive for yard work 
on the East Side exclusively, Ford 
stated. 

In addition, the Santa Fe Rail- 
road, which expects to enter St. 
Louis, announced that its terminal 
work will be performed by the 
Burlington, which has two diesel 
and one steam-powered switch 
engine on the East Side. The 
Santa Fe, replying to a.query by 
Ford, stated it was understood 
that -the Burlington’s program 
“contemplates dieselization.” 


9 Lines Have No Diesels. 


The present ratio of diesel- 
powered switchers to steam en- 
gines in the East Side yards ig, 
16 to 150, of which 35 are Ter- 
minal Railroad steam’ § engines. 
Calling attention to this situation 
Ford stated that: “It is important 
that our citizens know that nine 
out of 14 railroads operating on 
the East Side have as yet bought 
no diesels for this service. The 
St. Louis Terminal Railroad. 
while completely dieselized with 
48 diesels in service in St. Louis, 
is one of the nine which have not 
installed diesels on the other side 
of the river.” 

Mayor David L. Lawrence of 
Pittsburgh, who visited St. Louis 
yesterday to learn how St. Louis 
carried out its successful smoke 
elimination program, commented 
on smoking locomotives and in- 
dustrial chimneys on the East Side, 
which he said he viewed from his 
train window. “You need co-oper- 
ation over there,” he said. 

Mayor Lawrence conferred with 
Mayor Kaufmann, Smoke Commis- 
sioner James H. Carter and Ford 
to obtain first-hand information 
on the operation of the St. Louis 
smoke ordinance. Pittsburgh has 
a smoke ordinance, which is to go 
into effect next winter, requiring 
smokeless fuel and automatic heat- 
ing units. The ordinance is mod- 
eled after the St. Louis smoke law, 
which was studied by Pittsburgh 
officials. 

“St. Louis has received nation- 
wide advertising by cleaning up 
its smoke, and I wanted to learn 
the mechanics of putting an anti- 
smoke law into effect, and some 
of the pitfalls.” Lawrence ex- 
plained. “My inquiry covered the 
application of the law to the va- 
rious sources of smoke—railroads, 
industry, apartment houses, hotels 
pnd the public generally, This visit 
has been very helpful and now 
I'm going back to Pittsburgh and 
try to find a duplicate of your 
Mr. Ford to help me out.”

Tobey seemed at a loss. to com- 
prehend how anything so “treach- 
erous” could happen. He had un- 
derstood Pauley to have taken the 
position that he merely wanted to 
get his long statement in the rec- 
ord before quitting; yet the same 
statement, which must have been 
in Pauley’s hands for some time, 
concluded with the flat refusal to 
withdraw. 

The whole maneuver had been 
predicted to Tobey by a close 
friend, who had watched the com- 
parable device last week, but To- 
bey had been unwilling to believe 
that such a plot could be con- 
trived and executed again. 

Tydings, who has been ac- 
cused at the hearings of being 
defense counsel for Pauley, is 
understood to have tolc Tobey 
in the hall that President Tru- 
man “did not want to be rushed” 
on “this thing.” 

It now appears, in view of these 
fast-paced developments yesterday 
and today, that the hearing will 
go on, with no holds barred and 
every man for himself. Pauley 
succeeded in doing what he appar- 
ently had planned—get his long 
defense in the record and the 
headlines with no interruption by 
Tobey or others today. Thus To- 
bey still stuck to his part of the 
agreement—not to interfere with 
Pauley’s reading of his defense, 
and not to cross-examine him now. 


Statement by Pauley. 

“Gentlemen,” Pauley declared in 
the statement, “for five weeks I

You 
have heard it all, and now you're 
hearing Ed Pauley.

Coast Guard Doctor Gives Di- 
rections—‘Mother, Baby 
Doing Fine.’ 


SEATTLE, March 8 (AP)—“It's 
a girl,” a message from the tanker 
Puente Hills told the Coast Guard 
today, while a cutter with a doctor 
aboard was searching the  pre- 
dawn blackness of the North Pa- 
cific for the tanker, 

Jerry C, Bradbury Cleburne, 
Tex., the ship’s purser who dou- 
bles as ship’s pharmacist, fol- 
lowing radio instructions from a 
Coast Guard medical officer, de- 


livered the baby, weighing seven 
pounds, four ounces, to @ woman 
rescued from a distressed Russian 
tanker, the message said. 

The Coast Guard picked up the 
report of the birth in a two-way 
radio conversation. “Mother and 
baby doing fine,” the report said. 

The tanker, The Puente Hills, 
filled the radio air—on distress 
frequency—with a cry for aid last 
night, saying a woman aboard was 
going to have a baby and please, 
somebody, do something. 

The ship was wallowing along 
toward Seattle, towing the stern 
section of the Russian tanker 
Donbass, which broke in two in a 
storm off Alaska Feb. 17. It had 
rescued 47 persons from the Don- 
bass, including some women, 

The Coast Guard, after receiv- 
ing the cry for help, ordered one 
of its patrol vessels to rush its 
doctor to the Puente Hills, which 


was about 1200 miles west of Seat- 
tle. The patrol craft reported it 
could reach the tanker easily this 
morning and got into radio touch 
immediately with the worried 
ship crew.

Some stations, the FCC said, in- 
stead of eliminating the middle 
commercial, have moved it around 
from the precise mid-point to the 
two-thirds points of the quarter 
hour, “subjecting the listener to 
two or even three interrupting im- 
pacts.” 

“Another network claims to have 
eliminated the middle commercial, 
but actually it requires that com- 
mercials be Hmited to the first 
two and the last three minutes 
of the 15-minute period, as a re- 
sult of which the news is inter- 
rupted twice instead of once. 

“It is clear that such devices, 
while they eliminate the commer- 
cial at the exact middle, fail to 
meet the chief listener complaint— 
which»is that the news is inter- 
rupted.” 

Questionnaire in Cleveland. 


The report stated that last year 
the Radio Council of Greater 
Cleveland conducted a question- 
naire survey on the middle com- 
mercial and related problems and 
found that more than 95 per cent 
of those responding said they pre- 
ferred commercials only at the 
beginning and end. 

Turning attention in -a section 
titled “Advertising Exeesses,” to 
“the physiological commercial,” 
the report says that “appeals to 
listeners to ‘take an_ internal 
bath,’ inquiring of the listener 
whether he has the common ail- 
ment known as ‘American stom- 
ach,’ discussions of body odors, 
sluggish bile, ete, are a distin- 
guishing characteristic of Ameri- 
can broadcasting.” 

Quoting Lewis Gannett in the 
New York Herald Tribune: 

“The aspect of home-front life 
which most disgusted me on my 
return was the radio. British 
Broadcasting Corporation § pro- 
grams may be dull and Army ra- 
dio programs may be shallow, but 
if the soldier in Europe has had 
a chance to hear the radio at all, 
he has heard it straight, without 
the neurotic advertising twaddle 
that puncturtes virtually every 
American program. ., . I heard 
one long parade of headaches, 
coughs, aching muscles, stained 
teeth, ‘unpleasant full feeling’ and

evenings are a sick parade of sick- 
nesses and if they haven't yet 
-|made us a sick nation, I wonder 
‘l why.”

“Another century passes across 
our minds and we see Virginia 
and Richmond the center of a 
tragedy which, however agonizing 
at the time, is now forever il- 
lumined by drama and romance. 
I have visited most of your battle- 
fields on the peninsula, on the 
L.Rappahannock, in the Wilderness 
and was guided there by your dis- 
tinguished historian, Mr. Free- 
man, who is here today and 
whose works are a solid contri- 
bution, not only to the fame of 
the South but to the whole 
strength of the indissoluble 
American union. 

“Yet it is the words of an Eng- 
lish general officer which I shall 
repeat to you this morning, Gen. 
Henderson, the author of “The 
Life of Stonewall Jackson” and 
of “The Campaign of Fredericks- 
burg,” whom < knew nearly 40 
years ago: 

“‘Far and wide between the 
mountains and the sea, 
stretches the fair Virginia for 
which Lee and Jackson and 
their soldiers “one equal temper 
of heroic hearts” fought so well 
and unavailingly....

TWO RADIO RESCUE STATIONS 
COMPLETED BY COAST GUARD 


The completion of two high-fre- 
quency direction finder stations as 
a part of the United States Coast 
Guard’s program in_ connection 
with its peacetime department of 
air-sea rescue operations, was an- 
nounced today by Commodore 
Beckwith Jordan, St. Louis Coast 
Guard officer. 

The stations, called “huff-duff” 
stations, are a wartime develop- 
ment for air-sea rescue work. 
Modern lifeboats and life rafts are 
equipped with automatic short- 
wave high-frequency sending sets 
which begin sending signals as 
soon as they are put into the wa- 
ter. The “huff-duff” stations pick 
up the signals and are able to fix 
the position of the craft in distress 
within a radius of four or five 
miles. 

The two new stations are on ap- 
proximately the same longitude. 
One is near Hutchinson, Kan., and 
the other near Aberdeen, 8S, D. 


HABEAS CORPUS PLEA DENIED 


Petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus sought by George Diehl, 
former East St. Louis policeman 
serving a one-to-10-year sentence 
for bombing of the Texas Empire 
pipeline at Boody, Il., near Deca- 
tur, in February 1940, was denied 
today by Circuit Judge Martin E. 
Morthland in Decatur. 

Diehl’s attorney contended the 
sentence should be one to five 
years, as imposed in Circuit Court 
in December. 1941, instead of the 
one-to-10-year sentence ordered by 
the Illinois Supreme Court in 
November 1942, holding that Diehl 
and four other labor union agents 
convicted of malicious mischief 
should be sentenced to the longer 
term under the indeterminate sen- 
tence law.

Striking Dixie Greyhound 
Drivers Virtually Close 
Station Here — No! 
Ticket Men.

Much of St, Louis’s inter-city 
bus service was on a “curbstone” 
basis today as a picket line of 
striking Dixie Greyhound Lines 
drivers virtually closed the Union 
Bus Terminal at Delmar boule- 
vard and Broadway and forced 12 
bus lines to load and unload pas- 
sengers and baggage in the street. 

The terminal was without ticket 
sellers, baggage clerks and tele- 


ployes, who belong to the same 


cross the picket line. Drivers for 
the other bus lines, also members 
of the same union, honored the 
line by refusing to run their 
busses into the terminal shed. 

The picket line was thrown 
around the terminal yesterday 
when the Dixie Lines, which regu- 
larly operated 17 daily schedules 
from St. Louis to southeastern 
points, sought to resume partial 
service in and cut of St. Louis 
after being strike-bound since Jan. 
7 


The company announced a 
single daily schedule from and to 
Paducah and Evansville, the bus 
being driven by a member of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, an unaffiliated union. The 
striking Dixie drivers are mem- 
bers of the AFL. Amalgamated 
Association of Street Electric 
Railway and Motor Coach Em- 
ployes. 

Passengers boarding busses at 
the curb along the Delmar side of 
the termina] either paid drivers in 
cash or were permitted to pur- 
chase tickets at some intermediate 
point outside the city. A handful 
of supervisory employes, the only 


persons on duty, answered tele- 
phones and handled baggage. 

The same methods were used 
last November durimg the general 
strike of employes on many Grey- 
hound lines. Besides Dixie, other 
lines using the terminal include 
four other Greyhound lines, Jack- 
sonville Coach Lines, Missouri 
Transit, Washington-Union, Belle- 
ville Motor Coach Co., Louisiana 
Motor Coach Co. Burlington 
Transit Co. and M. K. & O Trail- 
ways. 

Morris Levin, attorney for the 
striking Dixie Lines drivers, 
termed the company’s effort to re- 
sume the single schedule here “a 
gesture of defiance.” Similar ef- 
forts to resume service on other 
divisions of the Dixie system with 
busses manned by B. of R. T. driv- 
ers has resultetii in the company 
being charged with unfair labor 
practices.

The 
amount of the cut, - ‘hich will be 
the first for householders since 
1933, could not be ascertained, but 
probably will be disclosed at a 
company dinner for supervisory 
employes at the De Soto Hotel to. 
night. It has been estimated that 


the aggregate reduction will ex- 
ceed $800,000 a year. 

It is understood that the num- 
ber of varying rate schedules for 
residential service scattered over 
the system will be reduced. There 
are eight different schedules now, 
a principal difference being the 
charge per kilowatt hour for the 
first step, varying from 5 to 7 
cents. The lowest schedule is in 
St. Louis and suburbs. 

Inquiries Under Way. 

An investigation of original cost 
e the company’s property, which 
is a basic factor in determining 
fair return on invested capital, has 
been under way since last summer, 
by both the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission and the Federal 
Power Commission. The state body 
also directed its inquiry into the 
reasonableness of rates. It was 
learned that, as far as the official 
inv-stigation has progressed, rea- 
sons to call for a rate cut have 
been found.

Witness When Lon F cal 
ence Was Acquitted 
Will Be Called by State 


in Pal’s Case. 


Joseph Kenny, 15 years old, 
chief state’s witness at the trial 
of Lon Florence, a former con- 
vict, who was acquitted of bur- 
giary and habitual criminal 


charges by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Waldo C. Mayfield’s court 


Wednesday, was being kept in po- 
lice custody as a material witness 
in cases involving Florence’s as- 
sociate, Harvey Miller. Following 
his arrest in November, the boy 
told police of “other cases” in 
which herhad participated. 

In his testimony at Florence’s 
trial, the youth told how he had 
accompanied Florence and Miller 
last Sept. 30 to the Stras Dyeing 
and Cleaning Co. 1824 North 
Grand boulevard, and had re- 
mained in front of the shop as 
a look-out, while the two men 
broke into the rear of the store. 
Charges against Miller growing 
out of this case are pending in 
Circuit Court. 

Kenny, telling of his part in the 
burglary of the cleaning shop, re- 
lated on the witness stand, “I have 
known Florence for about nine 
months. I was introduced to him 
by Miller at Miller’s home. 

Tells of Trip to Shop. 

“T saw Florence at Miller’s 
house about 7 p.m. on Sept. 30. 
We left the house as soon as Lon 
arrived and went in Miller’s auto- 
mobile to Grand and Park ave- 
nues, where we were going to 
crack a safe at a cleaning shop 
there. After we drove around the 
place, Miller suggested we go take 
a look at the Stras Dyeing & 
Cleaning Co., so we did. 

“We looked at the back of the 
Stras shop and Miller said, “well, 
we'll make it all right. This looks 
good. Then they drove me to 
Grand and Cote Brilliante ave- 
nues and he let me off in the alley, 
saying they would be back in a 
little while. Florence said they 
were going to get tools. 

“I got out and went back to 
Miller’s house, where I waited for 
about 15 minutes, and then came 
back to the spot where they had 
said they would meet me. They 
came along and we went to the 
cleaning shop. Miller told me to 
go around to the front of the shop 
and light a cigarette if anyone 
came along while they were tak- 
ing the safe out the back way. 

“Tt did not see them break into 
the shop, but I heard the door 
being broken into. Then the owner 
of the shop approached me and I 
threw a rock against the front 
window. I left and came back a 
while later in a taxicab, but did 
not see either Miller or Florence 
at that time. Miller I saw the next 
day and Florence about four days 
later.” 

“Positive Florence Was Man.” 

In response to a question ag to 
whether he knew Florence had 
been one of the men who. broke 
into the shop, the boy testified, “I 
am positive that Florence was the 
man.” 

Records in Judge David FitzGib- 
bon's Court of Criminal Correction 
show thata Florence was ordered 
released on a writ of habeas corpus 
last October after he had been ar- 
rested by police on charges of hav- 
ing violated his parole granted in 
Illinois. Judge FitzGibbon said he 
discharged Florence because of in- 
sufficient evidence. ’

LIVING ON FAT OF 
WAR PROSPERITY 


Movies, Bars Well Patron- 
ized, but Business Men 


See Signs of Lean Days 
Ahead.

FLINT, Mich., March 8—This 
industrial city of 161,000, heart of 
the automotive empire of Gen- 
eral Motors, which has been par- 
alyzed by the 107-day strike of the 
C1O United Auto Workers, is liv- 
ing on the fat of wartime pros- 
perity. 

How long it will last is a matter 
of speculation among bankers and 
business men. They express amaze- 
ment that the paradox of appar- 
ent prosperity at a time when the 
community has lost more than 
$25,000,000 in payrolls has con- 
tinued as long as it has. They 
are figuratively holding their hats 
and hoping the strike will end be- 
fore the fat turns to soup bone. 

There are increasing signs that 
lean days are near but it is neces- 
sary to go behind the scenes to 
find them. On the surface the 
40,000 strikers and their families, 
who dominate this General Motors 
city, are contributing to a general 
air of prosperity. Stores are 
crowded. Queues form in front of 
motion picture theaters. Bars are 
well patronized. The union itself 
operates a night club—the Skyline 
Cocktail Lounge—in its 10-story 
building with another room called 
the Penguin room to take care of 
the overflow. Tin cans for dona- 
tions to a fund to assist strikers 
at the bar are in both rooms. 
Business is brisk, although many 
customers are turning to beer and 
frequenting the Penguin room 
where there isn’t a 25-cent cover 
charge. 

Decline in January. 

Retail business here generally 
was up 35 per cent last December, 
the second month of the strike, 
over the previous year although 
it dropped 8.2 per cent in January 
as compared with the correspond- 
ing month in 1945. Yet a sheet 
sale last week cleaned out a stock 
of 1800 in less than an hour. A 
big hardware store showed a 37% 
per cent increase last month over 
its business of February 1945, re- 
flecting a desire of some strikers 
to occupy their time by repairing 
their homes, Furniture stores re- 
port a boom, due largely to 10,000 
returning service men whose dis- 
charge pay has helped serve as a 
balance wheel in this strike-bound 
community, 

Groceries and markets report 
currently a 10 to 25 per cent drop 
in volume, depending on location. 
Many neighborhood stores, which 
formerly operated on a cash basis, 
now are extending credit. Lunch 
box items, such as cold cuts and 
canned meats which the worker 
took to the plant with him, are 
moving slowly and luxury goods 
remain on the shelves. House- 
wives are buying staples. Milk 
deliveries have increased, 

From the beginning of the 
strike, on Nov. 21, until Feb. 26 
the four banks here redeemed 
253,083 E bonds, aggregating 
$6,414,000. Most of them were 
cashed by strikers but the amount 
cashed turned in was but a frac- 
tion of $60,000,000 worth of war 
bonds bought by automobile work- 
ers here through payroll deduc- 
tions. 

Bond Backlog Deceptive. 

Bankers pointed out, however, 
the apparent “E bond backlog” 
was deceptive since some invest- 
ors sold their bonds in the war 
shortly ifter acquiring them. Re- 
demption figures ran between 
$400,000 and $500,000 monthly but 
in the last week the rate has 
doubled. At first, there was scant 
increase in the amount of bonds 
redeemed. At the Michigan Na- 
tional Bank, for instance, 14,644 
bonds ere cashed in for $366,198 
last January, showing only a rela- 
tively small increase in that post- 
Christmas period over October, 
before the strike began. Then 
13,639 war bonds were cashed for 
$336,493. 

But in the last 10 days savings 
accounts withdrawals have ex- 
ceeded deposits and in the past 
two months postal savings with- 
drawals have been more than de- 
posits. Many of the strikers, how- 
ever, disturbed because of bank 
failures in the depression thirties, 
have kept their savings at home 
and now are living on them. 

Ernest Potter, president of the 
Citizens National Savings Bank 
here, told the writer he was 
“amazed” at the manner in which 
-business has held up here, but that 
indications were that stringent 
times were ahead. 

“We have been living off the fat 
of wartime prosperity,” 


that the strikers’ funds have 
stretched because they have spent 
wartime savings on necessities 
rather than on relatively unob- 
tainable products such as automo- 
biles, washing machines and ra- 
dios, ° 
Jump in Relief Load. 


Back of the uneven economic 
picture here lie other disturbing 
factors. The city relief load has 
jumped from 1563 families in Jan- 
uary to 2519 in mid-February. Last 
December there were but 917 fam-¢ 


ilies on relief. Pawnbrokers have 
experienced an increase in busi- 
ness. Strikers have pledged cloth- 
ing, furniture, musical instruments 
and even precision tools. 


The four local unions here, rep- 
resenting production employes at 
the Buick, Chevrolet, Fisher Body 
and A-C Spark Plug plants, are 
pursuing the same methods as 
other locals in Detroit and St. 
Louis, conserving strike funds,

It is understood that Rigg will 
visit Mukden and Changchun, the 
Manchurian capital, to reopen 
American consulates in this terri- 
tory. Before the war the United 
States had consular offices at 
Harbin, Mukden and Dairen. 

Members of the American mili- 
tary team sent to Mukden imme- 
diately after Japan’s collapse to 
rescue Gen. Jonathan M. Wain- 
wright and other American war 
prisoners were expelled by the 
Russians soon after finishing their 
task, on the ground that they did 
not have visas for Manchuria. A 
French consular official was eject- 
ed for the same reason. Since then 
the only Americans to reach Muk- 
den have been the recent wave of 
newspaper correspondents. 

UNRRA Groups Expected. 

Representatives of the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration, now in Chinchou, 
are expected to follow Rigg here 
to study Manchuria’s needs, The 
treatment that Rigg and other 
trail-blazing officials receive from 
the Russians will determine the 
feasibility or futility of trying to 
resume normal American contacts 
in this territory. American com- 
mercial firms cannot hope to re- 
turn here until the consulates are 
re-established. 

Restrictions on the movements 
of newspaper men have been 
tightened all dround. I ar- 
rived here just in time to catch 
the backwash. Coming in by train 
from Chinchou, I had my first con- 
tact with the Russians at Tacheng, 
the next to last station on the 
Peiping-Mukden Railway. A Rus- 
Sian officer accompanied by three 
tommy-gunners entered the car 
and, without bothering about Chi- 
nese passengers, came straight to 
the second-class compartment in 
which I was seated. Nearby Chi- 
nese travelers withdrew discreetly. 

The train was halted nearly an 
hour while the polite Russian leu- 
tenant plied me with questions. 
Finally the train started toward 
Mukden, with my new-found Rus- 
sian friends staying on as my es- 
cort. 

I was met here by a Chinese 
military truck, but the Soviet tom- 
my-gunners insisted on coming 
along. They saw to it that I was 
deposited at the old Lamato Ho- 
tel—now called the Intourist Ho- 
tel—where it would be easier to 
check my movements. The Rus- 
sians apparently thought I might 
try to make a break for Chang- 
chun or Dairen as other’ corre- 
spondents had done. 


Delayed by Sentry. 

Twice I have beem visited in my 
room by Soviet cfficers warning 
me—always with cold politeness— 
that if I intended to travel “north 
or south” I would have to apply 
for a travel permit from Soviet 
headquarters. Whenever I went 
out of the hotel I was stopped at 
the door by a Russian sentry and 
detained until he had telephoned 
to headquarters. 

Once passed by the sentry I was 

permitted to travel at will about 
the city, and so far as I know I 
was not followed. Buildings and 
industrial plants guarded by Rus- 
sians, however, were forbidden ter- 
ritory. I found individual Rus- 
sian soldiers generally friendly 
' but uncommunicative, but there 
wras no mista'’ing the hostility of 
higher authorities, 
My request for an _ interview 
with Maj. Gen. Andrei Kovtoun- 
Stankevitch, Soviet commander in 
Mukden, was coldly rebuffed.

CHANGCHUN, March 5 (De- 
layed) (UP) — Unimpeachable 
sources disclosed today that Mar- 
shal Rodion Malinovsky, Soviet 
commander in chief in Manchuria, 
recently warned the United States 
that Russia will not allow any 
interference with “Russian friend- 
ship in China” or with the help 
he said Russia was giving the 
Chinese in Manchuria. 

Malinovsky spoke at a Red 
Army day banquet before high

authoritatively that Malinovsky 
said in part: 

“China and Russia are real 
friends. We don’t want any other 
country to harm this friendship, 
espécially those people wearing 
white gloves and carrying gold in 
their pockets. If anybody puts out 
a hand to interfere, we will cut 
it off. 

“The Russians have come here 
(Manchuria) not for money or 
banking interests, but because of 
ideals and friendship. 

“Russia helped China early in 
the war while others only came 
in later when their own interests 
became involved.” 

Several informants reported that 
Malinovsky, when he referred to 
cutting off the hand, made a 
chopping motion with his right 
arm.

CHANGCHUN UNDER 
TIGHT RED CONTROL

GHANGCHUN, Manchuria, 
March 5 (Delayed) (AP)—The Red 
Army currently controls Chang- 
chun, as it does Manchuria’s. other 
major cities, and China is repre- 
sented only by a military mission 
and civilian officials. 

Most Changchun’ shops. are 
boarded up. Civilians leave the 
streets by 4 p.m. for fear of being 
accosted by soldiers. This ap- 
plies to some 350 to 400 Chinese 
officials sent here by the Chung- 
king Government to take over 
control of Manchurian affairs. 
Their work has been at a stand- 
still for two months or more. 

Provincial administrators have 
been umable to carry out their 
duties pending agreement between 
Russia and China on the degree 
of economic collaboration between 
the two nations in this once rich 
land of industry and agriculture. 

Since the fatal stabbing of seven 
Chinese mining officials on their 
return from the Fushun collieries 
in mid-January, there has been 
no further attempt to take over 
coal mines. The Soviets said they 
would be unable to guarantee pro- 
tection of officials. This same 
lack of assurance for safety kept 
officials from proceeding to Dai- 
ren. Only a few have reached 
Harbin. 

There is considerable gloom 
among these officials on their im- 
mediate future. 

Life is much the same for Chi- 
nese air force officers here. They 
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have a small group at the Soviet 
airfield on the outskirts of Chang- 
chun and are obliged to be in 
quarters by 4 p.m, They must ask 
Soviet permission for planes to 
arrive and take off. 

We nine correspondents took off 
for Peiping yesterday, escorted by 
two Russian fighter planes. En- 
gine trouble forced the plane to 
turn back. A protest was filed 
with the Chinese by Red Army 
headquarters for a supposed in- 
fraction of orders in carrying us. 
Inasmuch as four Russians with- 
out passports were traveling on 
the same plane to Peiping, the 
protest hardly was valid. 

Correspondents on the return to 
Changchun spent the night at the 
municipal hospital which is under 
Chinese administration. We took, 
the train today for Mukden and 
South Manchuria due to heavy 
snowfall and to avoid further mis- 
understanding. 

Behind us was the usual elab- 
orate display of Russian flags and 
banners along Stalin Prospect 
(Changchun’s main boulevard) 
with a single American flag, fly- 
ing upside down, It typified 
Soviet - American relations in 
Changchun at the moment. 

We were greeted frigidly on our 
arrival from Mukden Feb, 25, were 
guarded closely, and were interned 
in a hotel for two daye and six 
hours. Then we were freed, but 
not to see or write about the Red 
Army organizations, nor were we 
to proceed farther north.

earlier this week. 

At the time the war ended, the 
Anshan steel mills included nine 
big blast furnaces and all subsidi- 
ary installations, such as rolling 
mills, coking batteries, chemical 
works and a research institute. It 
was the largest such installation 
in Asia. According to our in- 
formant, the Japanese shut down 
the mills directly after surrender. 
A stripping crew of Russian engi- 
neers under Col. Caesar I, Kusa- 
roff arrived at Anshan on Sept. 
22 and began operations three 
days later, our informant said. 

He said that the Russians were 
all military and technical person- 
nel and that between 3000 and 
4000 Japanese prisoners of war 
were rounded up for actual 
muscle work. 

More than 1000 Japanese em- 
ployes of the mills, including en- 
gineers and technicians as well as 
laborers, were also put to work. 
Altogether, about 5000 people 
worked on the project, he said. 

The blast furnaces themselves 
escaped with slight attention, he 
said. After all, they were too 
heavy. Pillage was directed main- 
ly against machine tools in the 
shops, rolling mill machinery, 
electric locomotives used in the 
mill yards, all sorts of measuring 
and control instruments and a 
mass of delicate and expensive 
equipment in the research inst® 
tute. All electrical gear—motors, 
generators, transformers and con- 
trol instruments— were stripped 
from all departments. 

Whenever the machinery was 
too bulky to pass. conveniently 
through doorways, walls were 
ripped out. 

The sacking schedule called for 
completion, rail shipment to Dai- 
ren and loading on ships by Nov. 
28, the date on which Dairen was 
expected to become an open port 
available to ships of all nations. 
Actually the job was not finished 
until Dec. 6, due perhaps to the 
huge dimensions of the project, 
he said. 

Worked Night and Day. 

Stripping of the mills proceeded 
day and night until Nov. 6, the 
engineer said. Thereafter the 
loot was loaded on trains. Alto- 
gether, 60 trains, each carrying 
1000 tons of stolen goods, left 
Ansham for Dairen. 

In Dairen, where loot was piling 
up from other areas in addition to 
Anshan, the Russians forsook their 
policy of using only hired and 
prisoner labor. There Russian 
troops were impressed for loading 
ships and Russian combat tanks 
were used as tractors to haul the 
loot to the docks. 

Altogether the Dairen loading 
included 30 ships, of which ap- 
proximately 20 were American- 
built Liberties, the engineer de- 
clared.

The veterans’ housing plan was 
prepared by the President’s bDril- 
liantly able young housing expedi- 
tor, Wilson Wyatt, in response to 
an immense need.

A Report From India 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am enclosing an excerpt from a let- 
. ter written me by a friend in the armed 
forces in India. The young man is a 
newspaper man in civilian life and is 
doing public relations work for the 
Army, so I feel sure his remarks are 
well-considered. I felt you might be in- 
terested in them: 

“The Calcutta riots, if anything, were 
minimized by the newspapers, For four 
days it was a virtual] reign of terror. On 
’ the morning of the second day a mob 
nearly trapped me in my jeep near the 
‘downtown area, and really I was scared 
stiff. They came at me, some 200 strong, 
carrying bats and torches. 

“Fortunately I was. able to get out of 
the jam uninjured, but it made strong 
a previously mild opinion I have had for 
some time: Our theater mission does 
not justify endangering the lives of 
American personnel by keeping them in 
‘turbulent India one day longer. Our 
mission is to guard surplus property, to 
arrange sale of it to the Government of 
-India, to supply and provide administra- 
tion for the essential guards and admin- 
istrators, to evacuate our personnel. 

“What holds up complete evacuation 
of the theater is the failure of the For- 
eign Liquidation Commission to come to 
price terms with India for the surplus 
properties. Is our Army or our State 
‘Department so naive as not to realize 
that it costs more to keep United States 
personnel here than we can possibly 
make by dickering over price with of- 
~—ficial India?” JUDITH LEE.

A Big Three Meeting? 


It is all to the good that diplomatic and po- 
litical circles in London are proposing another 
Big Three meeting of President Truman, Prime 
Minister Attlee and Generalissimo Stalin. In 
fact, what with the worsening relations of the 
Big Three, it is surprising that it has not been 
proposed before. 

At such a meeting, many things might be set- 
tled. Messrs. Truman and Attlee undoubtedly 
have a lot of questions to ask of Mr. Stalin, and 
his answers might be most illuminating. One 
question would be. why Mr. Stalin broke his 
treaty with Iran without so much as a diplomatic 
explanation, the subject of a sharp note just 
made public by the State Department. Another 
question is why the Russians without consulta- 
tion with other powers are removing from Man- 
churia valuable industrial machinery and ma- 
terial badly needed by China. Again, this is 
being done without diplomatic explanation and 
without a reparation settlement. 

We should like to suggest if the Big Three 
meeting does occur it take place in the United 
States. Secretary Hull, though old and not in 
tiptop physical condition, journeyed all the way 
to Moscow. President Roosevelt and his en- 
tourage suited the Marshal’s convenience dur- 
ing the war by traveling to Yalta. Again, Sec- 
retary Byrnes recently went to Moscow. On all 
these occasions our representatives were received 
with the most lavish Soviet hospitality, with 
much drinking of vodka and eating of caviar. 

It is only proper that we be given an oppor- 
tunity to entertain the Generalissimo with our 
own type of hospitality. To be entirely serious 
about the matter, it might be highly educational 
for Mr. Stalin to come to the United States, and 
his visit here in flesh and. blood would set at 
rest a lot of ideas that the man is a myth or at 
least is unlike ordinary men. 

It might make for good feeling all around. 
The people of the United States have an extraor- 
dinary curiosity about Russians, which was very 
much in evidence at the San Francisco confer- 
ence when large crowds gathered to see For- 
eign Minister Molotov as he entered or left the 
meetings of the United Nations. When Molotov 
first arrived at San Francisco, he seemed very 
grim and apprehensive, but the friendliness of 
American crowds thawed his icy exterior, and 
by the time he left he was evidently in a high 
and happy mood. 

It might be that a Stalin visit would settle a 
good mahy of the things that are troubling the 
world. There is nothing like personal contact 
among men to break down barriers and mis- 
understandings that correspondence or even tele- 
phone calls cannot resolve. It might be that 
he and Mr. Truman might find a great deal in 
common, Mr. Truman might whisper in the 
Generalissimo’s ear the troubles he is having 
with Congress, while the Generalissimo: might 
mutter in kind that he himself is having a good 
deal of trouble with the mysterious Politburo, 
to which evidently he must defer. Mr. Attlee, 
in turn, might be willing to say whether Mr. 
Churchill, in his speech at Fulton, spoke for the 
British Commonwealth and the Empire or 
whether he is merely exercising his right as a 
free and independent Briton to talk for himself. 

Altogether, the idea of a Big Three meeting, 
especially at a time like this, strikes us as emi- 
nently sensible and possibly one that might be 
productive of great results. 
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Up Like a Rocket— 


It comes as rather sensational political news, 
as reported in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, that 
Robert E. Hannegan plans shortly to retire as 
chairman of the Democratic National Committee. 
Will he, as a sequel, also retire as Postmaster 


- General? 


The news of Hannegan’s retirement comes on 
the heels of a Saturday Evening Post article de- 
picting the St. Louisan in the most glowing 
terms. In fact, many St, Louis politicians won- 
dered if the personality depicted by Rufus Jar- 
man is the same ward boss and citywide political 
leader that they once knew. Upon what meat 
doth this our Hannegan feed, that he is grown 
so great? 

While blinking the eye and raising the eye- 
brow at Hannegan’s amazing rise from a local 
boss of mediocre talents and indifferent success 
(he did very well when his candidates had a 
secure grip on F. D. R.’s coattails but was badly 
defeated when he and former Mayor Dickmann 
tried to ride out the governorship steal), it was 
generally supposed that Hannegan’s tenure in 
national politics was safe, for the time being at 
least. 

Now, it appears, he is on his way out of his 
job as the Democratic party’s chief cook and 
bottlewasher, Was it partly because, in Mr. Jar- 
man’s article, President Truman appeared to be 
a Charlie McCarthy on the knees of Edgar 
Bergen Hannegan? Is it because the methods 
and philosophical outlook of a ward politician 
are not what it takes to make a national political 
leader? We leave these questions unanswered. 
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The Public Should Intervene 


Right up to the zero hour, it appeared that a 
nation-wide telephone strike would commence 
yesterday. In contrast, no one fears that the 
trainmen and engineers will shut down the na- 
tion’s railroads. The difference is that we rely 
on hasty improvisation in the one instance and 
on procedures prescribed by law in the other. 

Yet telephone service, local transportation and 
the supply of heat and power are regulated pub- 
lic utilities like the railroads. Shutting down 
any of them cripples our intricately interde- 
pendent society. If it is sense, therefore, to 
take elaborate precautions against railway 
strikes, it is a sort of madness to rely on lesser 
medicine for other utilities—and it becomes 
madder each time one of them is strike-inter- 
rupted. 

Every public utility strike is against public 
welfare. The consuming public, moreover, much 
more directly than in unregulated industries, 
pays the cost of any labor bargain. Hence the 
public has double justification to demand, by 
law, with adequate penalties, peaceful settle- 
ment of utility labor-management difficulties. 

Strikes and lockouts should be absolutely re- 
nounced in every utility franchise and labor con- 
tract. Instead, contracts should invariably pro- 
vide for arbitration of all serious disputes, under 
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arrangements giving the public equal representa- 
tion with management and labor. 

It may not matter particularly whether the 
arbitrators sit under special statutes. If the 
Railway Labor Act becomes the model, it should 
be improved so as better to protect the con- 
sumer interest. Perhaps arbitration could pro- 
ceed in less formal fashion. The important 
thing, by one means or another, is that the pub- 
lic move in to destroy any advantage which 
either utility labor or management may get from 
striking against the public. 
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Strange Censorship 

Russian censorship has received a deserved 
share of criticism in the American press. Now 
it comes to light, through Edward P. Morgan’s 
dispatch from Berlin, printed in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, that unwise United States 
censorship of motion pictures is working against 
this country’s own best interests. Marshal Zhu- 
kov, who suggested through an aide last Sep- 
tember that he would like to see two or three 
good American films, has been unable to do so. 

John Steinbeck’s “The Grapes of Wrath” has 
been barred by a United States General because 
he thinks it shows too much of the seamy side 
of American life. So eloquent a piece of anti- 
Nazi propaganda as Charlie Chaplin’s “The Great 
Dictator” has not been placed on the list of 
films approved for exhibition in Germany. 

Opposition to Steinbeck’s work, though mor- 
ally indefensible, is understandable, In No- 
vember, 1939, the Reader’s Digest reprinted 
from the same month’s Forum “California’s 
Grapes of Wrath,” by an advertising man, Frank 
J. Taylor, who insidiously but unsuccessfully 
attacked the truth of the novel. When the 
Digest tried to ram this forthright propaganda 
down the throats of American school children 
through a “teacher’s guide” that told English 
teachers to instruct students that Taylor was 
truthful and Steinbeck’s novel just one huge 
error, prompt investigation of the Reader’s 
Digest by the National Council of Teachers of 
English followed. Apparently the battle for 
truth must be fought all over again in Germany. 


Less understandable is the failure of “The 


Great Dictator” to make the approved list of 
films for German consumption. When so potent 
a weapon as the rare good Hollywood film is 
willfully disregarded, an investigation of the mo- 
tives and qualifications of United States censors 
seems in order. The thinking citizen of this 
country will not allow himself to be represented 
abroad as merely a consumer of the plush lush 
mush that Hollywood dreams up 90 per cent of 
the time. Worse, such stupid censorship will 
seriously weaken the moral effect of the victo- 
ries of our fighting men. 
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There Ought to Be a Committee 

The intelligence that the Zoo is suffering from 
critical housing conditions prompts us to rise 
and remark that something ought to be done 
about it, and we know just what. A good strong 
committee should be appointed. 

It should be a committee composed of people 
who are on committees, to insure that its work 
will be of a professional nature. It should on 
no account be encumbered with funds, staff or 
authority, which only bog a committee down in 


its work of issuing statements, making surveys, . 


discussing alternate methods, filing applications 
and looking things up. 

The committee should be allowed to stand for 
six months to a year, after which it is garnished 
with a lily in each hand, and served cold. 
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For Expert Testimony on Rats 

St. Louisans who have to live with rats will 
welcome a thorough effort by the Circuit Court 
grand jury to find out just what the rat menace 
means to this city. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
William J. Geeke, who is conducting the inves- 
tigation, and Campbell Alexander, foreman of 
the jury, have recognized an opportunity for 
major public service. 

The citizens will await eagerly an extension 
of the grand jury’s hearings. So far, the jury 


has called principally on City Hall officials. It 


has heard testimony from men who are respon- 
sible for the city’s present inadequate rat con- 
trol program. But there are authorities on the 
local rat situation, and experts in rodent control 
work, who would make valuable witnesses for 
the grand jury. They are: 

(1) G. C. Oderkirk, district agent of the United 
States Division of Rodent Control, a celebrated 
veteran in this field. 

(2) Alderman Vernon Riehl, chairman of the 
aldermanic committee which studied rat control 
and author of bills to establish an independent 
city agency to conduct all-out war on rats. 

(3) Frank E. Lawrence Jr., secretary of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce and chairman 
of the Citizens’ Committee on Rat Control which 
was appointed by the Mayor. 

(4) Milton C. Lauenstein, who led the citizens’ 
volunteer rat extermination which was so prom- 
ising a few years ago. 

These men could provide both first-hand re- 
ports on the lack of an effective rodent control 
program here, and informed testimony on what 
can be done about it. That should be of great 
help to the grand jury, if it is to discover the 
reasons and cure for the St. Louis rat run.

A Fine Book About China 
By a Mid-Western Writer 


“China in the Sun,” by Randall Gould, (Deubdiedag 

& Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

Only two recent books on China com- 
pare favorably with this long, fact-packed 
volume by Randall Gould, product of the 
Midwest and the University of Wisconsin, 
and associated since 1931 with the Shang- 
hai Evening Post and Mercury. His book 
has the advantage over Edgar Snow's “Red 
Star Over China” and Mark Gayn's “Jour- 
ney From the East” in being up to the mo- 
ment in both history and prophecy. 

In studying the news reports on the cur- 
rent Kuomintang-Red China honeymoon, it 
is interesting to note Gould’s prediction 
of several months ago: “There is possibil- 
ity that victory over Japan may be only 
preliminary to new reaction in China at the 
very: time when democratic forces would 
seem to be in an ascendaut.” The reaction 
Gould predicted has developed, and is only 
new temporarily stopped by a reversal of 
State Department policy, based seemingly 
on recognition of the fact that the Kuomin. 
tang alone does not constitute China, 
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Gould is a first-class reporter. His text 
is challenging, always inquiring. His ac 
count of Americans who were influential] ia 
the Nationalist Government is most illum} 
nating, and his study of the sinister Kuo 
mintang Secret Police, headed by Maj. Gen, 
Tai Li, would curl the hair of a Gestape 
overlord, Most interesting in this connec- 
tion is his story of the devious connections 
between certain high Kuomintang officials 
and the opium racket. Of particular con- 
cern to Americans is the story of Chung- 
king’s attempt to spy upon and restrict the 
public utterance of various Koumintang- 
sponsored students in American universi-e 
ties, 

His comment on the “New Life Move 
ment” sponsored by Chiang is hardly cak 
culated to justify the kind of support it 
has received from an under-informed 
American public, He finds too much of 
military discipline in its ideals. 

Gould concurs with Owen Lattimore that 
Marxism is “not subversive but competi- 
tive” in Asia. He devotes less of his book 
to a study of the Chinese brand, however, 
than this reviewer expected from a man 
who has publicly declared that Red China 
needs a better break. Gould feels a string 
of Soviet “buffer” states will result from 
Chungking’s continued anti-Communist ace 
tivity—Tibet, Sinkiang, Inner Mongolia, 
possibly Korea—and “a China embroiled 
in trouble should expect Soviet occupation, 
or at least domination, of all Manchuria.”

Gould tells of a statement made to him 
by Borodin, Soviet adviser to Chiang in 
Hankow in 1927, and it sheds significance 
on the present scene—“China already has 
Communism, the Communism of one fam- 
ily’s rice bowl.” 

Written as it was at the moment when 
the present Chinese crisis was in early fer 
ment, “China in the Sun” is the season's 
most valuable study of the nation whose 
future is synonymous with the world’s.

It was uttered simultaneously 
with the sending of an American 
note to the Soviet Government in- 
sisting on sanctity of specific 
signed agreements regarding Man- 
churia and Iran. In both places, 
the situation is urgently acute. 

According to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, all Japanese enterprises 
in Manchuria which had rendered 
services to the Japanese army are 
being regarded by the Soviets as 
“w booty.” That means, of 
course, the major industries, for 
Japan held this territory for 13 
full years. Supplementing this ac- 
tion has been Russian pressure on 
China for the joint operation of 
Manchurian industry, a prepos- 
terous proposition to make to an 
Allied power. 


Cynical Treaty Violations. 


The other note presumably con- 
cerned the Soviet breach of treaty 
regarding the removal of Russian 
troops from Iran, on March 2. Far 
from evacuating, the Soviets are 
using the presence of troops to 
make further demands on the 
Iranian Government. 

If the American people are 
shocked by the succession of 
speeches culminating in Mr. 
Churchill's, it is because, until the 
last few weeks, there has been a 
disposition to play down the seri- 
ousness of the situation, and to 
hope that a conciliatory attitude 
would be more fruitful than a 
firm stand. But the fact is that 
nearly every agreement made by 
the Soviet Government in Teheran 
and Yalta, all of which contained 
extraordinary concessions to,the 
Soviets, has been cynically vio- 
lated. | 

Two things have been cardinal 
principles of American foreign 
policy for generations: The sanc- 
tity of treaties, and the open door 
in China, whose object is to pre- 
vent that great area of Southern 
Asia from becoming the economic 
and thus, eventually, the political 
vassal of any external power. So 
important Wid we regard Man- 
churia that Mr. Stimson urged 
League of Nations intervention 
with our assistance against the 
Japanese aggrandizement in 1931. 
To have won the Japanese war 
on the atolls and islands of the 
Pacific in order that the Soviets 
should supplant the Japanese, is 
unthinkable, 


Churchill’s Main Thesis. 


The eventual freedom of the 
entire colonial world rests on only 
one hope—the power of America 
and Britain to encourage that 
freedom under adequate protec- 
tion against minority coups d'etat, 
and with sufficient power, to as- 
sure that countries nominally 
“liberated” will not merely be 
transferred to another empire far 
more tyrannous tao the population 
and dangerous to ourselves than 
any of the Western empires have 
been. 

While one may have reserva- 
tions regarding some parts of 


Mr. Churchill’s speech, his main 
‘thesis is correct. Peace cannot be 
kept by the precariously poised 
balance of power which has de- 
veloped so0 rapidly toward the 
present crisis, but can only be 
maintained by (1) overwhelming 
power disposed of by a United 
Nations in support of clearly for- 
mulated international law or (2) 
overwhelming and unchallengable 
power in the hands of one power 
or coalition of powers, 


The Greatest Impediment. 


The former is the end we all 
desire, but the existing structure 
of the United Nations, which 
neither the Soviet Unign nor its 
supporters anywhere are willing to 
strengthen or modify, is incapable 
of putting restraints upon aggres- 
sions of either great powers or 
satellites which are their agents. 
The countries whose peoples are 
receptive to the idea of a real 
United Nations, with liberty and 
justice for all, under enforceable 
law, are the British, American 
and Chinese, There is not, I think, 
the slightest doubt that the Soviet 
peoples would be receptive to it, 
but there is no way of presenting 
the proposition to them as long 
as their Government is against it. 

This fact, of a non-existent free 
public opinion in the Soviet 
Union, and of its suppression 
wherever the Soviet Union ex- 
tends, is the greatest single im- 
pediment to peace and under- 
standing in the world today. One 
need only think of how things 
would look, were Russia, though 
a Socialist or state-capitalist coun- 
try, also a free democracy, to rea- 
lize how near a genuine world 
organization could be. 


Spengler’s Prophecy. 


In any case, only power can 
create such a world organization, 
as Mr. Churchill clearly recog- 
nizes. Peace, law, security and 
every hope of serene, progressive 
development toward greater jus- 
tice and freedom, or even the 
maintenance of as much as pres- 
ently exists, rest on power. 

Britain and the United States 
possess it, overwhelmingly to- 
gether, but not separately, and it 
is a cardinal Soviet policy to di- 
vide us. Both our countries have 
governments watched afd respon- 
sive to the people, with whom 
rests the ultimate responsibility to 
use that power for the creation 
of security under law as widely as 
we can extend it. 

If we fail to take the responsi- 
bility we can be certain of one 
thing—the world, during the rest 
of this century, will be shaken to 
its foundations by. civil wars, 
fomented and decided by interven- 
tionisms on the pattern of China 
and Spain. Parties fighting each 
other within and without will re- 
duce mankind to a jungle level. 
And Spengler’s prophecy regard- 
ing western civilization will be

The Slighting of the Scientists

R. EDWARD U. CONDON, director of the Bureau of Standards 
and one of the original researchers on the atomic bomb project, 


conflict long boiling beneath the 


surface. That is the conflict between American scientists and the 
Army officers who supervise military research, 


Gen. Leslie R. Groves, engineer 
officer in charge of the atomic 
bomb project, would make it seem 
that the only scientists who re- 
sented Army control were a few 
malcontents with extreme political 
views. From all that I can learn, 
this is not true. 

Scientists of varying shades of 
political opinion, or those with no 
political opinions at all, are in 
rebellion against the petty bossism 
exercised by officers knowing 
little or nothing of the scientific 
problems involved. 


Industry Bids for Brains. 


This is one reason—perhaps the 
chief reason—why it is becoming 
difficult to get first-rate scientists 
to take Government research po- 


sitions connected with work es- 
sential to hold America’s lead. A 
$9000-a-year job, high pay in the 
scientific field, went begging re- 
cently because the scientists who 
were approached feared they would 
be taking orders from military 
men. without the intellectual equip- 
ment to boss such an undertaking. 

There is, of course, another rea- 
son why it is difficult to get top 
scientists for essential Govern- 
ment research. As was clearly 
predictable from the outset, we 
are beginning to pay for the 
short-sighted policy of selective 
service in regard to _ scientific 
training. | 

With negligible exceptions, no 
scientists were trained during the 
wear. Scientific teaching was 
neglected. Now American indus- 
try is bidding with almost unlim- 
ited funds for scientific brains. 

This makes for a further drain 
on university teaching staffs. It 
strikes at the core of our scien- 
tific progress 


Harassment of Scientists. 


You can hardly blame the sci- 
entists themselves for taking well- 
paid jobs in industry. Many of 


them feel they were not given a 
fair deal during the war- 

Men of draft age engaged in 
research absolutely vital to the 
winning of the war were constant- 
ly harassed by draft boards. Their 
superiors had to go to bat over 
and over again to save them for 
the work they were doing. 

Then, some of these younger 
men, with their projects com- 
pleted after VJ-Day, were drafted. 
Instead of being allowed to re- 
turn to research or to teaching 


in order to begin to restore the 
damage done during the war, they 
were sent’ out, in some instances, 
to makeshift Army jobs utterly 
unrelated to their training. 


No DSMs. 


Decorations during the 
were passed out wholesale to men 
in uniform, They were given out 
so indiscriminately as to cheapen 
them. Yet almost no recognition 
has been accorded the scientists 
who developed and _ . perfected 
atomic fission, the proximity fuse, 
radar and a hundred and one 
devices that contributed so over- 
whelmingly to victory. 

A number of civilians were 
given the Distinguished Service 
Medal. Not one went to a scien- 
tist. 

According to the War Depart- 
ment, President Truman ruled 
some weeks ago that this medal 
should be reserved for military 
men henceforth, The Medal for 
Merit was to have equal status 
for civilians. Of 97 civilians re- 
ceiving the Medal for Merit, 32 
are scientists, and 22 of the 32 
were commended for work on 
atomic energy. 


What Russia Has Done. 


But the Medal for Merit does 
not have the prestige of the DSM. 
In England, one of the very high- 
est awards is the Order of Merit, 
which is restricted to 24 living 
individuals. Winston Churchill 
and Gen. Eisenhower are two who 


tists. 

In Russia, a great play has been 
been made of awarding Soviet 
scientists the special Stalin prizes 
for war achievement. A measure 
of the importance of the award 
is the fact that Stalin’s name is 
attached to it. 

Essentially, it is not bits of 
ribbon that American scientists 
covet. They want recognition of 
the fact that they are mature men 
and women capable of carrying 
on their work without a_ uni- 
formed nursemaid standing over 
them. A derisive Army term for 
scientists during the war was “the 
long hairs.” It is a sign of the 
attitude that still prevails.

NEW SCHOOL REVENUE 
SOURCES SUGGESTED 


Taxes on Amusements, Chain 
Stores in Other Cities List- 
ed by Board Officer. ° 


Possible new sources of tax rev- 
enue for the public school system 
were described in report made 
yesterday by Mervyn E. Wiet- 
haupt, secretary treasurer of the 
Board of Education, to the board’s 
special planning committee. 

Pointing out that the proposed 
five-year plan for expansion and 
improvement of the system now 
being studied will require addi- 
tional revenue, Wiethaupt said 
that such funds must come from 
an increase of the present proper- 
ty tax rate, from an increased 
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new sources entirely. 

The present rate of 89 cents on 
the $100 of assessed value can 
only be increased under the new 
Constitution by a favorable vote 
of two thirds of the voters at a 
special election. He warned against 
relying on increased state aid as 
the possibility exists, in his opin- 
ion, that the Legislature may cut 
the present‘ one third of all state 
revenues devoted to schools to 
the 25 per cent constitutional min- 
imum. 

New Sources Listed. 

Among new tax sources listed 
by Wiethaupt as in effect in other 
cities were amusement taxes, con- 
sumption taxes, various types of 
sales taxes, chain store and self- 
service market taxes, income taxes 
and tenants’ and occupiers’ taxes. 
While recommending none of 
these, he did point out that a pay- 
roll or other excise tax would 
reach many persons living outside 
the city who work here and enjoy 
city services and others who, as 
non-property owners, are making 
no contribution to the schools. The 
committee agreed to study the re- 
port further before making a rec- 
ommendation to the board, 

The committee did recommend 
that the legislative committee be 
instructed to ask for an amend- 
ment to Senate Bill No. 439 now 
pending in the General Assembly. 
The bill would permit school dis- 
tricts with not less than 250,000 
and not more than 500,000 inhabit- 
ants to levy an excise tax net to 
exceed 5 per cent on the use of 
electric, gas and telephone service. 
The amendment sought would en- 
large the districts to include those 
the size of St. Louis. 

The committee also heard brief 
reports from Dr. Ruth Harris, 
principal of Stowe Teachers’ Col- 
lege, and Dr. Charles H. Philpott, 
principal of Harris Teachers’ Col- 
lege, on the needs of their respec- 
tive schools in the next five years. 

Enroll-nent Rise Expected. 

Dr. Harris expects the combined 
enrollment of the Negro junor col- 
lege and teachers’ college to in- 
crease from its present 489 to 
about 600. She hopes to establish 
more adequate programs of voca-

COUNTY LIBRARY SERVICE. | 
PLAN EXPLAINED AT MEETING 


*- 
General plans for establishment 
of library service for those areas 


of St. Louis county which are not 
now served by tax-supported libra- 
ries were explained ata meeting of 
the St. Louis County Library Com- 
mittee yesterday at Clayton City 
Hall, 

A proposal to levy a special tax 
of $1 on the $100 valuation against 
real estate in those districts which 
would benefit from county li- 
brary service will be submitted to 
the voters in the areas which 
would be affected at the school 
district elections in April. Resi- 
dents in incorporated communi- 
ties, which. have tax-supported li- 
braries, will not vote on the pro- 
posal, nor will they be subject to 
the special tax. If the proposal 
passes, the St. Louis County Court 
will appoint a library board to 
supervise the service. Preliminary 
plans call for the establishment 
of a central library and several 
branch libraries to serve the more 
densely populated districts, and 
the use of “bookmobiles” to serve 
the rural areas. The “bookmobile” 
is a large truck with shelves of 
books inside and outside. Each 
would be manned by a driver and 
a trained librarian and would 
travel over set routes at regular 


intervals.

ARCADIA, Calif., March 8 (AP) 
-A record field of 26 thorough- 
breds was named through the 


entry box today to start in the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Handicap to- 


morrow. 

Headed by Mr. and Mrs. Ed 
Mulrenan’'s First Fiddle, 126 
pounds, steady winter book favor- 
ite, the entries are: 

Bric a Bac, 119; Texas Sand- 
man, 118: Challenge Me, 118; Pa- 
perboy, 117; Jeep, 117; Sirde, 117; 
Post Graduate, 115; War Knight, 
115: Best Effort, 114; Happy Is- 
sue, 114; Snow Boots, 112; Surosa, 
112; Put In, 112; Bail Bond, 112;

The tremendous field, from all 
appearances, will have to break 
from the old-fashioned web bar- 
rier. The track accommodates 
starting gate stalls for only 22. 


First Fiddle Favored. 


But regardless of the ultimate 
number of starters, the ninth run- 
ning of the mile and one-quarter 
handica, richest race in the world, 
boils down to three main factors: 
(1) First Fiddle; (2) Mrs. A. L. 
Rice’s front-running twosome of 
Sirde and Snow Boots; (3) some- 
body else. 

First Fiddle, the Ed Mulre~ans’ 
great gray charger, is the prob- 
able 5-2 favorite. Now fourth on 
the all-time money-winning list 
with $361,595, the Fiddle can jump 
to second by taking the winner’s 
end of over $100,000 (if 26 start). 
Second money, $20,000, will put 
First Fiddle third, ahead of Sun 
Beau but behind Seabiscuit. 


Horsemen are agreed that if the 
slow-starting, top-weighted (126 
pounds) First Fiddle is among the 
first half-dozen horses coming in- 
to tac stretch he'll win in a 
breeze under the masterful goad- 
ing of Johnny Longden, leading 
stakes rider in 1945 and 1946 to 
date. 

There is danger, however, of 
the Fiddle getting lost in such a 
mob scene and never getting un- 
tangled to run. 


Some Fast Starters. 


In that case, quick starters like 
Sirde and Snow Boots, holder of 
the world’s record of 1:413-5, 
could win wire-to-wire. 

Maine Chance Farm's Knock- 
down, winner of the Santa Anita 
Derby in at 108 pounds, is an- 
other early-foot specialist which 
might get in front and never be 
headed, A three-year-old, out to 
repeat Stagehand’s derby and 
handicap double of 1938, Knock- 
down rates perhaps most dan- 
gerous of the “somebody elses.” 

Autocrat, also 108, and a bang- 
up second to First Fiddle in the 
San Antonio three weeks ago; 
Texas Sandman, second to 
Thumbs Up in last year’s handi- 
cap; Fred Astaire’s improving 
Triplicate; and Challenge Me, 
winner of the 1945 Hollywood Gold 
Cup, also rank in the top bracket. 

Paperboy, Bric a Bac, Man 
o’Glory and Jeep might figure, 
while the feminine contingent in- 
cludes Whirlabout, Canina and 
Happy Issue. Definite outsiders 
appear to be Post Graduate, Best 
Effort, Colony Boy, Favorito, Put 
In, Mediterranean, Old English, 
Marriage and Bai] Bond.

UPHELD BY NLRB 


Dispute Is Issue in Mine 
Negotiations—Coal Op- 
erators Plan to Appeal 
Ruling. 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP)— 
A controversial new factor entered 
the industrial picture today with 


National Labor Relations Board 


approval of full union membership 
for foremen. 

The board ruled late yesterday 
that supervisory employes are free 
to join John L. Lewis’s United 
Clerical, Technical and Supervis- 
ory Union and are eligible for col- 
lective bargaining under the Wag- 
ner Labor Relations Act, 

By past interpretations of the 
act, supervisors have been consid- 
ered a part of management, not 
to be included in a production 
workers’ unlén Whose members 
they supervise. 

Mine Dispute Affected. 

Yesterday's NLRB decision was 

expected to have immediate reper- 
cussions. Bituminous coal opera- 
tors said it made them expect a 
prolonged battle {in coming con- 
tract negotiations with Lewis's 
United Mine Workers, who staged 
a brief strike last October over 
the issue. The showdown, how- 
ever, was put off until the next 
contract negotiations, which will 
begin in Washington next Tues- 
day. 
Lewis, in calling for negotiations 
on a new contract, specifically de- 
clared that recognition of the 
foremans’ union would be an is- 
sue. 
Edward R. Burke, president of 
the Southern Coal Producers’ As- 
sociation and leader of the op- 
erator opposition to bargaining 
with a foremen’'s union, said the 
NLRB decision was “very bad” 
and would be fought by “every re- 
source” of the industry. He said 
he could foresee “rather a lengthy 
argument” on the issue, 

“There can be no divided loyalty 
among all these parts of manage- 
ment we call foremen,” he told a 
reporter. 

Ruling to Be Appealed. 

Burke said the Jones & Laughlin |9 
Steel Co., which was ordered to 
comply with the decision at its 
four western Pennsylvania mines, 
might carry the case to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Byron H. Cannon Jr., secretary of 
the Western Pennsylvania Coal 
Operators Association, said “the 
ruling most certainly will be ap- 
pealed.” 

Jones & Laughlin was directed 
to hold a vote of supervisory em- 
ployes within 30 days to determine 
whether they wish to be repre- 
sented for collective bargaining 
by the United Clerical, Technical 
and Supervisory Union. About 
190 employes were immediately in- 
volved. 

The three-man board’s decision 
was split, with Gerard D. Reilly 
dissenting. Chairman Paul M 
Herzog and John M. Houston 
found that the Wagner Act “di- 
rects that we protect the right 
of employes to bargain collective- 
ly through representatives of their 
own choosing, not our choosing.” 

Majority Ruling. 

“So long as the Congress of the 
United States imposes no limita- 
tion upon their choice, it is not 
for us to do so,” the majority rul- 
ing said. “The issue before the’ 
board is not whether supervisory 
employes shall join unions or seek 
to bargain collectively through 
representatives of their own choos- 
ing, fer they have already done 
so. It is whether the peaceful 
machinery of the act should be 
made available to protect their|, 
exercise of this fundamental 
right.” 

It added that “by closing the 
door” to this, “the board would 
simply turn the direction of the 
struggle for union recognition 
from the balfot box to the eco- 
nomic battlefield” and promote 
“strikes for union recognition.” 

Reilly, dissenting, said the de- 
cision “so seriously distorts the 
principal objectives of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act that 
unless it is speedily corrected by 
legislative or judicial action, it 
will have far-reachng repercus- 
sions upon industry and labor.... 

“In reaching this result, it is 
probable that we have seriously 
impaired the ability of the op- 
erators effectively to manage 
their mines. ...To me its impact 
upon the rank and file is equally 
catastrophic.” 


PLANS FOR NEWS 
COVERAGE OF ATOM 
TESTS ANNOUNCED 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
--Atom bomb test officials appar- 
ently ruled out today a proposal 
to confine reporters to a press 
ship during the coming Pacific 
test. They said. however, that se- 
curity would require limitation on 
material to which reporters would 
have access. 

In a formal announcement de- 
tailing plans for “complete news, 
radio and pictorial coverage” of 
the experiments this spring and 
Summer against warcraft, the 
joint Army-Navy task force said: 

“With security a matter of great 
interest and concern to the Con- 
gress and to the joint chiefs of 
‘staff, it will be controlled best by 
careful indoctrination and brief- 
ing of the accredited representa- 
tives of the press who can ac- 
company the expedition and by 
limiting the material to which 
they have access, 

“This does not mean that they 
are to be ‘bottled up’ on the press 
ships. 

“It is planned to give fullest 
opportunity to cover aM phases of 
the operation which proper securi- 
ty will permit. In general, they 
will be permitted to write freely 
and without censorship of all they 
see. Otherwise the responsibili- 
ties and privileges for correspond- 
ents will approximately the same 
as that accorded war correspond- 
ents during the war.”

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CONSENT DECREE IN MONOPOLY 
ACTION OVER LIGHT BULBS 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (UP) 

Attorney General Clark an- 
nounced yesterday that the Gov- 
ernment has joined the Corning 
Glassworks, Corning, N.Y., in a 
consent decree eliminating re- 
straints in the manufacture and 
sale of light bulbs, tubing and oth- 
er materials used in_ electric 
lamps. 

In two civil suits filed in 1941 
the Government charged 12 cor- 
porations with monopolizing the 
electric light bulb and lamp busi- 
ness by combining to fix prices 
and restrict production. A second 
suit involving manufacturers in 
the flourescent lighting industry 
was filed in 1942. 

Under terms of the _ decree, 
Corning is required to license to 
any manufacturer on a royalty- 
free basis its present patents and 
to license at reasonable royalties 
all future patents applied for be- 
fore Jan. 1, 1950. In addition, the 
company must sell bulbs and other 
lamp equipment at non-discrim- 
inatory prices and is required to 
furnish manufacturers with blue- 
prints and other technical in- 
formation for a five-year period.

Lives Woven Into 
Dirty, Torn Tapestry

BERLIN, March 7. 


IS is a story about a truck driver, an old 
lady, a radio repair man who is a Jew, a 
veterinarian, a publisher with a monocle and 

an inventive mind, and a painter. 

I ran across them 
in the course of an 
afternoon of deliv- 
ering me:sages 
from friends. These 
people have nothing 
in common except 
the fact that they 
are Germans, and 
their lives, along 
with those of some 
3,000,000 others, are 
woven into the 
grimy, torn and 
crazy tapestry 
which today is Ber- 
lin. 

The truck driver 
was wheeling a 

baby carriage loaded with twigs through the 
Grunewald. His family of four had exhausted 
their fuel supply and this was his first sortie 
into the snow-covered park to scrape up some, 
The task had taken him three hours and the 
wood he had gathered didn’t look like enough 
to toast a sackful of marshmallows. 
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HE HAD SPENT two years in the army in 
World WA€ar I, three in this one. I asked him 
how many he expected to spend in the next. 

“Ach,” he answered, “two wars are already too 
much.” 

You wondered if he meant it. Perhaps he did, 
not because he felt any personal blame, but be- 
cause, in 1939, he and his partner were operating 
prosperously a fleet of nine trucks and now they 
had one wheezing old vehicle left, not counting 
the perambulator. 

The old lady was hard to find. The address 
on the letter said an old folks’ home in Char- 
lottenburg, but the housekeeper there said that 
our frau had been moved to the hospital after 
her husband died last July. 

We finally located her in a ward along with 
eight other women, in the basement of the hos- 
pital. It was a depressing place, but it was 
Warm and clean and the afternoon sun shone 
weakly through the window. 

The white-haired little woman was huddled In 
the middle of her cot. I handed her the letter. 

“It’s from America,” I said. 

It was from her son in Texas, and the first 
word she had had from him in years. She clapped 
her hands over her spectacles and burst into 
tears. 

Other women in the ward looked not at her but 
at me, as if to say, “You heartless Americans are 
responsible for this.” 
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THE BRIGHT-EYED young Jewish radioman 
laid down his screwdriver and invited us into 
his living room, across the cold corridor from 
his workshop. He had spent a year in a Gestapo 
prison. The Russians freed him when they cap- 
tured Berlin. 

His mother had got out to London in the mid- 
thirties after the Nazis had forced her to sell 
her 11l-room photographic studio in Zehlendorf 
for the absurd price of 3000 marks. There was, 
apparently, no way for him to reclaim the prop- 
erty because the military government had not 
yet figured out how it could handle such cases. 
So the man who had bought it (not being a 
party member himself) still had it. 


We began to talk about politics and whether 
Germany could handle democracy. 


“Democracy is lovely for people who are demo- 
cratic inside,” the Jew said, “but the Germans 
are not ready for it. Right now, they are like 
the criminal who has just got out of jail and 
decided to go straight. They must be watched 
because it is so easy for them to fall into their 
old habits.” ‘ 
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THE VETERINARIAN was out, but his maid 

said he would be back promptly and added, as 
if to encourage us, that he spoke both French 
and English as well as German. The walls of 
his reception room were covered with photo- 
graphs of people, most of them theatrical figures, 
and their dogs he had cured. There was an 
autographed picture of Marlene Dietrich with- 
out a dog. 
+ We waited in the tiny room which the doctor 
had used as an operating room, but was now 
what he lived in. Prints of dogs and cats still 
decorated the wall paper. The veterinarian had 
been a stout anti-Nazi and we got the peculiar 
feeling that he must be glad he was treating 
animals instead of humans, but we had to leave 
without confirming it. 

The publisher was so glad to see somebody 
that he pulled out a bottle of cherry brandy he 
had recently dug up from his garden. He was 
a merry-faced, cocky little Rhinelander, who had 
a monocle in his right eye and wore an old, green 
sweater, trimmed with leather. He wanted, he 
said, to go to the United States as soon as pos- 
sible to sell a lot of manuscripts by unknown 
German playwrights, which he had accumulated 
during the war, and to bring back to Germany 
the works of American authors, 


If that didn’t work he had another scheme: 
A patent on an electric motor which, he said, 
was a more revolutionary invention than the 
atom bomb. 

He was an intriguing character and we only 
regretted that he felt it necessary to explain that 
his dachshund barked at us because the Rus- 
sians had frightened her and now she snarled 
at anybody in uniform. 
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¥OU MAY HEAR MORE of the painter, a 
tall, hollow-cheeked fellow named Ewald Vetter. 
His friends are trying to arrange an exhibition 
in the United States of paintings he has done 
during the past 12 years. They are sad, powerful 
things with something of the touch of El Greco 
in them. 

He fetched a picture he had painted last sum- 
mer, after the surrender, for us. It was a por- 
trait of a bunch of flowers and it was yellow 
and warm with sunlight. 

“It was the first time I had to think about 
sunshine,” he said.

That Man Is Back Again 


éé A DVENTURE,” starring Clark Gable in his first picture 
since returning from the wars, and co-starring Greer 
Garson with him in the debut of Gable and Garson as 
a romantic team, opened at LOEW'S yesterday. 

That the press agents considered the picture 
to be a major film event is indicated in the kind 
of advertising slogans and publicity gags they’ve 
been putting out. “Gable is back, and Garson’'s 
got him” is the way one of the slogans goes. A 
publicity squib getting wide circulation into 
mewspaper and radio offices has Gable saying 
that he “put the arson in Garson” and Garson 

retorting that she “put the able in Gable.” The furore mirrored 
itself in opening-day attendance at the theater. The early- 
morning queues stretched all the way. around the block in a 
double line. 

The picture, as was proved in the seeing, is titled exactly 
right. Adventure—the opposite of boredom—is what it is about. 
To Gable, playing the part of a merchant seaman, and who was 
often bored, in spite of torpedoings at sea, major and minor 
military-style maneuvers with women, bottle-emptying and also 
bottle-tossing soirees at saloons, etc. adventure consisted in 
variety in experience, To Garson, playing the part of a highly- 
sensitized feminine plant—with spectacles on the plant’s nose— 
who worked as a book stamper in a great public library, ad- 
venture consisted in meeting the right man, sharing the rearing 
of babies, a home, a bankbook, etc. 


And Is Kayoed by Greer Garson 


The movie makers, in creating this base for a love story, 
obviously thought of Gable as the proverbial {irresistible force, 
Garson as the immovable object, In ring parlance, the teaming 
up of the two would be what’s commonly called a “natural,” 
with odds even on these heavyweight champs of their respec- 
tive sexes, 

They were about right, too, except that, to this observer 
of the celluloid version of the amiable art of amorous swat, the 
verdict, on the merits of how it was fought out, should have 
gone, by clean and decisive knockout,-to Gable. But the script 
writers, bearing the mixed partisanships of the audience in 
mind, medicined-up the leather in Garson’s favor. They came 
up with a baby in the last round—pardon me, reel—and Gable, 
who'd had his opponent on the ropes time after time, went 
down for the count. 

As sometimes happens in star-studded movies, bit players 
do a bit of scene-stealing. Thomas Mitchell, as a mystical 
Irish sailor who has “lost his soul” and is trying to find it be- 
fore he dies, does some very impressive work: So does Joan 
Blondell as the Gable-loving girl friend of Gable’s girl friend. 

How does Gable show up after several years away from 
the screen? Tee old goat’s as wicked looking as ever, the girls 
still love him and he still loves them.. How does Garson do? 
Well, the transition from noble roles seemed a bit tough for 
her. Her laughs of ecstacy as she feels herself falling into 
love seemed rather more matronly than girlish, definitely a 
discordant note. 


An Absorbing Dick Powell Thriller 


“CORNERED,” starring Dick Powell in the second “tough” 
role he’s assayed since abandoning crooning parts, is now at 
the FOX.” “Murder, My Sweet,” the first picture, in which 

Powell played a detective or “private eye,” was 

“Cornered,” in which he plays 

~ a Canadian war pilot whose French wife has 

been murdered by the Vichy French, is even 
more successful. 

Honorably discharged in England, Powell, 
crossing over to France, sets about his personal 
postwar campaign to find his wife’s murderer. 

The murderer, a mystery man named Jarnac whom nobody has 
ever photographed and rarely seen, is traced to Argentine. 
There Powell comes up against the Nazi underground, buried 
and hibernating, but breathing powerfully in preparation, 20, 
years into the future, for World War III. He also comes up 
egainst the organization of the Free French, tangling with them 
over the question of whether his private vengeance on Jarnac 
is or is not prior to the claims of the Free French. 

Two things in “Cornered” help immeasurably in an absorb- 
ing plot. The first is what might be called a sense of inexor- 
able political logic. It could have been the easiest thing in 
the world to have given the film any one of several conven- 
tional solutions and endings. Actually, the ending—which will 
not be divulged here—is politically, and artistically too, the 
exactly right one, The second thing is the screen debut, as Jar- 
nac, of Luther Adler.. Adler appears only in the film’s last few 
hundred feet, but is on stage long enough to show some of the 
most convincing villainy seen in a long time, 

The cast, a superb one, includes Walter Slezak, Micheline 
Cheirel, Nina Vale, Morris Carnovsky, Edgar Barrier, and 
Steven Geray. Story’s by John Wexley, direction’s by Edward 
Dmytryk. 


Whistle, Whistle, Here Comes Montez 


“TANGIER,” at the MISSOURI, is, possibly, Universal 
Studio's “answer” to Warner Brothers’ “Casablanca.” It has 
got all the things “Casablanca” had except, it must be said, 

comparable class, plot, mood, dialogue, love in- 
terest, production values, music and so forth. 
Trifles, you see, 
One thing it has, though, that, for better or 
for worse, “Casablanca” didn't have, is Maria 
Montez. Now Miss Montez may or may not be 
your idea of an actress, but there can be no 
question as to whether the lady decorates a 
set she’s on.

Fine Films, One French, One Russian 


“CARNIVAL IN FLANDERS,” a French-made film that 
gives a feminine answer that’s very naughty to the question

First, let us note that our three 
words derive from climate (KLY- 
mit), aspire (ass-PYR), inquire 
(in-KWYR), In the second choice 
pronunciations above listed, you 
do not hear the sounds of climate, 
aspire, inquire. The words, then, 
lose their familiar ring and do not 
suggest their origins.

HE appearance of blood in the 

urine calls for a thorough ex- 

amination of the urinary tract. 
This detailed study tncludes both 
gross blood—blood the patient can 
see—and microscopic blood—blood 
detected by the microscope—and 
in both instances the three most 
vital possibilities, stone, tubercu- 
losis and cancer, must be exclud- 
ed, Acute infections of the pros- 
trate gland, urethra and bladder 
and enlargement of the prostate 
gland, traumatic injuries of the 
urinary tract, chemical irritation 
of the urinary tract, acute nephri- 
tis (Bright’s disease), aoute sec- 
ondary.toxic nephritis (irritation 
of kidney cm mdssive infection 
elsewhere in the body), varicose

It is apparent then that blood 
in the urine cally for careful study 
in order to get/at the basic cause 
of the bleeding so as to direct 
treatment, medical or surgical, to- 
ward prompt elimination of the 
offender. So often patients with 
gross blood in the urine are given 
medicine and the bleeding may 
stop and the patient become quite 
elated at the result.

Many a valuable day or week is 
lost in this very manner and may 
prove very disastrous in the ultl- 
mate result. For example, a tumor 
of the kidney or bladder may 
bleed profusely and suddenly stop 
only to recur either at an early 
or late period and if the latter, 
valuable time is lost. With the in- 
struments of diagnostic precision 
for study of the urinary tract in 
conjunction with X-ray, there is 
no excuse in not intelligently diag- 
nosing a very high percentage of 
all cases showing blood in the 
urine, 


Some cases may prove easy 
and a few may require consider- 
able thought ahd study. 


If I can impress on my readers 
the importance of seeking early 
advice in the case of blood in the 
urine I will feel repaid for my 
efforts. This blood can be gross 
bleeding or microscopic blood, but 
the importance of early study is 
the same in both instances, 


If your physician is not capable 
of detailed study as previously 
mentioned, then have him refer 
you to a good urologist.

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TRUMAN SIGNS BILL FOR SALE 
OF SURPLUS MERCHANT SHIPS 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
— President Truman today signed 
legislation establishing the meth- 
od for disposing of 17 billion dol- 
lars worth of surplus war-built 
merchant ships. 

Product of more than a year 
of congressional consideration, it 
blueprints the manner in which 
surplus ships from the 55,000,000- 
ton fleet may be sold or otherwise 
disposed of. 

Price restrictions would provide 
that a vessel could not be sold 
for more than 87% per cent or 
less than 31% per cent of its pre- 
war domestic cost. The measure 
provides that the Secretaries of 
War, Navy and State must be 
consulted before sales are made 
to non-citizens.

Our recipe today is 
ample for a main dish for lunch- 
eon, followed by a substantial des- 
sert. If the dessert is to be light, 
then there are a few easy ways to 
step up the food value of this sim- 
ple, quick skillet arrangement, Dry 
cheese such as Parmesan or grat- 
ed Swiss cheese sprinkled over the 
top will make it much richer in 
protein and fat. If cheese is not 
available and a small can of 
shrimp or salmon is in the pantry, 
these can be given the usual 
preparation and added long enough 
ahead of time to heat through 
thoroughly before serving.

Combine and thoroughly mix 
one-half pound ground ham and 
pork, one-third cup dry bread 
crumbs, one egg, one-third cup 
milk, one cup grated raw pota- 
toes (one pound), one cup grated 
raw carrot (two medium), one- 
fourth teaspoon salt and one tea- 
spoon minced onion. -Fill four 
large greased muffin cups and 
bake at 350 degrees F. for 40 min- 
utes. Serve with hot fresh mush- 
room sauce, made as follows: 
Wash and slice one-half. pound 
mushrooms and saute in two ta- 
blespoons butter for five minuteg. 
Blend in two tablespoons flour and 
add 1 cup milk gradually. Stir 
constantly until sauce boils and 
becomes thick and smooth. Add 
one half teaspoon salt and a dash 
of pepper. Serve hot over the ham 
puffs. Four servings. 


Ginger Parfait. 

One-third cup sugar, two egg 
whites, four tablespoons water, 
one-third cup chopped preserved 
ginger, one-half pint cream. 

Put sugar and water in sauce- 
pan and stir until sugar is dis- 
solved and boil until sugar spins 
a thread. Remove from heat. Beat 
egg whites until stiff but still 
moist. Add syrup slowly continu- 
ing to beat mixture until light 
and fluffy. Chill and add pre- 
served ginger. Beat cream and 
then beat in egg mixture with a 
few turns of egg beater. Freeze 
without stirring.
